SiMiov Grahams, the author of this volume, was the son of 
Archibald Grahame, a burgess of Edinburgh, and he appears 
to have been born in that city about the year 1670. He 
was indebted, for a liberal education, to the patronage of 
James the Sixth, who, in 1580, presented him, by a letter 
under the privy seal, to the prebendary of Brodderstanis 
for his ^ sustentatioun at the scolis for s6vin yeiris."' 
On the expiration of this grant in 1587, his Majesty again 
presented our author to the same prebend ^ for all the 
dayes of his lyftyme — his Hienes willing that the said 
Simion suld not be disapointit of sum ressonable susten- 
tatioun to interteny him at the scuillis."* It is more than 
probable that Grahame was by these means enabled to com- 
plete his education at the University. 

The personal history of our author from this period is 
nearly a blank, and the few scattered notices which remain 
regarding him, scarcely afford materials for an outline of 
his story. There is reason to suppose that during the ear- 
lier part of his career, although he enjoyed a considerable 
reputation for learning, his character in other respects 
was little calculated to secure the respect of his contempo- 
raries. Sir Thomas Urquhart describes him as ^^ a great

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traveller and very good scholar, as doth appear by many 
books of his emission ; but being otherways too licentious, 
and given over to all manner of debordings, the most of the 
praise I will give him, will be to excuse him, in these terms 
of Aristotle — Nullum fnagnum ingenium sine muvtura de- 
mentia''^ 

Even were this account of Grahame's licentiousness 
altogether free from that tone of exaggeration which so ge- 
nerally pervades the writings of the Kni^t of Cromarty, 
we have the testimony of Dempster in favour of the piety 
of his maturer years. ^ Simon Graimus," says this learned 
writer, ^ honesto loco natus Edinburgi, taedio vitae soluti* 
oris, cui se diu mandpaverat, vocanti tandem Spiritui Sancto 
paruit, 6t religiosum S. Francisci de Paula habitum induit, 
diemque extremum magna pdetatis opinione, dum patriae 
suae prodesse vult, iinivit"' If Grahame speaks his own 
sentiments in The Sorrouiful Song qf a Converted Sinner, 
his character is faithfully given in this passage. 

According to his own testimony, the course of Grahame's 
life was by no means prosperous. He was at different 
periods a traveller, a soldier, and a courtier; and in 
these various characters he appears to have experienced 
the inconstant wavering qf an ever dumging fortune. " My 
peregrinations,'' he remarks in an Epistle Dedicatorie to 
the Earl of Montrose, " enlarged my curiositie, my soul- 
diers estate promised to preferre mee, and the smiles of 
Court stuffed my brains with manie idle suppositions." But 
none of these hopes were realized. The circumstances under 
which Grahame left his country, to walke on foreigne fieldes 
forlome, are unknown ; but they were probably not fortun- 
ate, as in his lines From Italy to Scotland his soyk, and in

of those feelings of sorrow and depression, inseparable from a 
long protracted and reluctant absence from our native land :

In the b^hming of the serenteenth c^itury, Graliame 
appears to have returned to Britain, and to have resumed 
iiis literary pursuits under the auspice of his earliest patron, 
James the Sixth, to whom he dedicated a small collection 
of poems published at London in 1604, under the title of 
The Passionate Sparke qf a Relenting Minde. The work is 
^inted in quarto, and in a highly omam^ited style for the 
period. The letter press is throughout encompassed by 
rich and fanciful xylographic borders, of which specimens 
accompany the title page and dedication of the present re- 
print of the Passionate Sparke. The mmt of Chrahame's 
poetry is inconsiderable, and perhaps the extreme rarity 
of the volume in which it is contained, forms the best apo- 
logy for thus introducing it to the notice of ihe Club. 

In 16099 we find Grahame publishing at Edinburgh, The 
Anatomie qf Hvmorsj consisting of prose interspersed with 
verse. The object of this curious woric is very clearly in- 
dicated by its title, imd the general character of the book 
is truly delineated in the address to the reader. ^ Be what 
thou wilt who reiades this Treatise, be sure to finde thy 
selfe set downe in a true fashion. I have taken the paines 
to paint thy portrate ; if thou finde thy selfe in faire colours, 
then be carefuU how to entertaine thy selfe in the true 
luister; if thou finde thy selfe in filthie colours, wash. 
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claingei und purge thy selfe from such pestiferous blots, 
which even infects thy very soule^ and makes thee loath- 
some to the sight of God. I have searched thy feastred 
wounds, I have . bared thy vlcered sores, and for feare of 
putrifying cankers I have tainted thee to the very quick." 
The Anatomie qf Hvmors is evidently the production of a 
mind disgusted with the world — familiar pnly with the 
darker views of human nature — and accustomed to dwell 
upon its most unamiable features. Chiefly occupied in the 
delineation of vice in all its varieties, the general tone of 
the work is severe, sarcastic^ querulous and melancholy. 
Still it abounds in acute observations upon human cha- 
racter, and in lessons of practical wisdom. The diction, 
although somewhat ambitious and elaborate^ has much of 
the racy eloquence of the olden iiW, and the work undoubt- 
edly affords a very favourable specimen of the didactic 
literature of Scotland two centuries ago. It has been sup- 
posed, and not without probability, that the Anatomie qf 
Hvmors may have suggested to Burton the first idea of his 
incomparable Anatomie qf Melancholie. 

Sir Thomas Urquhart and Dempster represent the publi- 
cations of Grahame as numerous, but with the exception of 
the two works composing the volume now presented to the 
club, none are extant. 

Subsequently to the publication of the Anatomie qf Hvmors 
Grahame returned to the Continent, and spent the last 
years of his life as an austere Franciscan. He died, accord- 
ing to Dempster, at Carpentras, in 1614, while on his way 
again to revisit Scotland. .

And fo ihall the teares of the diftrefled 
creatures imbalme thy foule, thy righteoufnes ihall 
crowne thee, andi;hy mercie ihall fet thee on the ma- 
jefticall Throne of Grods eternall glory ! O remem- 
ber what thou art, where thou art, and what thou ihalt 
be, as I haue laid : thou art a King anoynted by God 
over many people : thou art here on earth a Judge ; 
and thou art to be called before the tribunall feate of 
God , to giue a reckoning of thy behaviour ! O then 
how narrowly ihould thou looke to thy journey, how 
perrilous is thy Prograce ? what weightie burthen 
hangs on thy ihoulders, what continuall faihires, 
what incompreheniible care, and what great memo- 
rie craues thy carefuU eftate ? With eyes of wifedome 
goveme thy iight about thy felfe , and if thou chance 
to fee iheltred vnder thy owne wings , the deceitfull 
parafite, the male-contented Mutenar, the murmu- 
ring whifperer, the detracker of honeitie, the invier 
of vertue, the ambitious oppreflbur, or the vnmerci- 
full briber : then if thou finde fuch caterpillars about 
thee, fweepe them away ; becaufe they are confuming 
cankers to thy itate , bloud-fuckers of innocents, vef- 
fels of treafon, and fworne enemies to the true Vnian 
of thy Kingdomes . O iayes the great King of wife- 
dome. Take away the wickedmenjrom tkeKing^ andhis 
throne JhaU hejiablifhed in righteou/hes . Shake off all 
kinde of fuch infectious fcabs , and pui^ thy compa- 
nie. of fuch peitiferous euils ; keepe ever with the men 
Eind place fuch men in office as feares God • 
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and loues thee* Let graue and honourable counfai- 
lours conduct thee, and guard thy lelfe with them. 
Commaund thou them as God hath commauuded all 
you that are Kings, Say yeJhaUhaue no refped qfperjbns 
injtidgement^ but/hall heare thefmallas well as thegreat: 
yeJhaU notfeare (hejdce qfman^for the judgement is 
Gods : Thou art the Lieutenant of God, therfore thou 
fliould looke well to thy officers, and how they are enclin- 
ed . A true and idXiht\i\\fubje&^ who doth the will of his 
King, is worth the halfe of his Kings kingdom* O iayes 
Salomon^ the joy andpleq/kre of a King is in a wi/eJeT' 
9ant. He putteth the charge of him felfe in his hands, he 
is the pillar of his ftate, and executes the actions of his 
King with a fincere equitie. It is not birth that makes 
thy fubjedt noble or honourable. The originall of No- 
bilitie is like a finall fpring , which good deiert makes 
the gratefiill favour of a King to enlarge to a great ri- 
ver, which by bound dutie ought to pay their dutifiill 
tribute to the King their Ocaean : but how many are 
they that becomes ingrate, and fwels with pride, am- 
bition, envie, treafbn, ledition, and emulation, they 
become rebellious flouds, & overflowes their banks, 
and in diiperfiog them felues, loofes their name, and 
becomes ignominious to the world. When fuch men 
beholds their owne mine and fwift deftruftion (which 
blinde pride did never looke for) then how may their 
fhame fmother ambition in a helplefle repentance, 
making the eyes of man (which was curious to behold 
the glorious triumph of their vpraiiii pomp) turue 
with amazement to looke vpon their fuddaine fall, 
this tragicall fpe^tade of the great mans grovelling 
on the ground, makes difpaire crie out, Qtujacet in 
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terra' non^ Aabet vnde eadit. Q how ihould that man 
baue bis minde tortered within his loathfome bo- 
die, when he l^eholdshow fwiftly his glorie hath left 
him, his honours drown^ in^.difgrace, his falutati'- 
ons turned to contempt: his bare-headed petitioners 
the fpeS^ators of hts mine ^ and the voice of the world 
(mixtured with loue and difdaine) making many 
mifoonftrued fiippofitions, his friendb weepes and la- 
ments his eftate, big foes fmiles, and makes the acci- 
dents of liis deftruction their difcourfe, whilft he poore 
rejected foule cries-out, Cdocatu^JiiM in.ob/curisJicu4 
marAiusJeculu Here is; a j uft reward to an vnj u& fub^ 
je6fc. True ferviee to 6od, 'obedience to thee who' is 
King, and vpright joidgement voyd of partialitie no- 
bilitates the man , it crownes him with honour , and 
makes bis glery to ihine eternally: Uefl^ is that 
King who may freely giue his fubje£i: this moft glori- 
ous and lionitixvMe Epifhite^ ^lying, I haue a faithfull 
fewant : this man is^ he whom the booke of God calls 
the wife ferVant, in \^hom the pleafure and ioy of a 
King remaioes : he ^boldly tells thee thy error, his wife- 
dome prtsverita thy euill, he whilpers in thy eare, and' 
defires theetoYead before thou fet thy hand Litera 
Jcriptamanent ! O how fecure may the juft man be in 
his foale, his fafe confcience makes him fearelette: he 
bath, co.mpaflion on the poore, he wrefts not the Law, 
neither hath he dny reQ>e6t of paribus ,* neithler toki^thr 
he rewards to blinde his vnderftanding, nor yet per- 
verteth he the words of the juft man, but ponders the 
eftate of all men with wifedom : this man may truly be 
called a righteous Judge : when Augu/bu C^ejar gaue 
auffchority to any ludge , he alfo gaue this advertife- 
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ment, Iput not (fayes he)ihe treajure of my tumour in thy 
hands^nardoelcammUmyJtiJiicetothee.tAatthau^iauld 
be a de/iroyer of people, the hUmdrJhedder qfinnocenU, 
nor one executioner qfmalefaStors, but with the one hand 
ihoujhould maintaine the good, and with the other hand 
rai/e vp the euUi mnnfromhis wicbednee . * Thertfore I 
^Jend thee forth to be a preceptor and defender qf Or- 
phanes,ahelperqfwidowes,a Chirurgionfor all wounds, 
ajiaffe/or the blinde, apittier ofthepoore, andafo^^ 
to allper/bhe. Tojpeakejaire to my enemies, and rej&ke 
my friends . ' O how much is that man to be efteemM , 
who with a fearlefie regard eicecutes' the will of. his 
Prince, and in fpite of envious malice » giues a true ie£- 
timonie of a good confeience : this man is he whd is 
blefled in the fight ot GOD, his ritch treallire laj^es 
hoarded vp in hea\^en, the gloty of his GOD, tiie 
honour of his King, and the weale of his ^Couiftfey 
is the onely cont^plation of his fbule in this ^re- 
fent time : how perrilous is the eftate' of mankiiide : 
how is the honeft mans anions mifileemed,' and liis 
behaviour mifconftrued, if he be an^ a6lotLr iif the 
affaires of his King and Countr^y, then is he oen- 
fured to be a man of partial! tie, and a bufie-heiided 
body, if he retire him felfe from €ourt , ahd meddle 
with nothing, then is he fufpedted to be a MaleiSole, 
one who expe6)» the change of Court, a fuborndri or 
elfe a fa6tion-maker : then begins Envie to pick ({uar- 
rels. Malice will barke and invent falie information ! 
O how watchfuU ihould the honeft minded man be 
in this latter dayes of deceit, to faue him felfe From 
the fubtill fnares of'fecret envie. This ^ inconftant 
world being fo full' of fubtill deceites -, in* whoA>^ can 
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the vpright man trull, how many in externall complex 
menting Ihowes vowes affection, where lecret 
grudge IS grounded. And beiides, what a quarrellous 
pick-thank time is it, when a man dares not truft him 
felfe , but doubts his deareft friend. Some reades ib 
much on Matchavell, that in the end they turne 
matchlefle villaines ; the honeft and plaine dealing 
man is abhorred and termed a Gull, wbilft politick 
they imployes their wits to exploit other mens deftru- 
6tion, when extreame neceffitie and milerie of want 
doth vrge the poore men to ileale or rob ; then are 
they prefently taken, put in prifon, and laid in chaines 
of iron : But when a politick Matchavilian robs the 
common wealth, and doth opprefle the poore, he tri- 
umphs in golden chaines : it is he who gets the Law- 
ftouping falutations on the itreete : it is he who makes 
his deceaving pietie, his cut-throat flatterie, his diffi- 
mulation to God, to his King and his Countrie, poy- 
fon the aire. It is he whofe vnderftanding could ne- 
ver reach to that imagination, that there can be a God, 
and it is he, who for a fwift paffing glory damnes his 
foule eternally. This fort of men are they whom our 
Saviour Chrift ipeakes of in the Evangell of S. Laike^ 
that they are cloathed in purple, in filke, and in fine li- 
nings, well fed, and delicate in all things, in their fe- 
cure fenfualitie they contemne the poore Lanarus ly- 
ing at their gate, they heare not his ruthfuU cries, 
they are blinde, and fees not his fores, their hearts are 
hardned and confiders not his miferable eftate. Thefe 
are they who lines in Kings Courts, Qui moUbus vefti^ 
untur in damtbus regumjunt: In braue apparrell, in 
pride of life, and choaked with this worlds vaine glory, 
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what reckoning ihall be taken of fuch men, and 
what anfwere can they make to Ood Almightie» 
when he fhall lay , JSedde rationem vilicationis ttue^ 
Giue me a reckoning of thy ftewardfhip; and 
therefore the greater thy place, the greater thy 
reckoning ihall be before God: And the more thy 
pleafures in this life, the more thy paines (hall be in 
the life to come. O what a terrible fentence giues 
Chrift in the ApacaUps when he layes. Quantum in 
deliciisjuitf tantum date UU tormentum. What plea- 
fures hath the ritch man had in this world, let him 
haue as many torments in the world to come. All 
thy fenfes which did abound in dele6tation, ihall 
become moft loathfome, thy delecate eares, ihall 
for their fweete mulick, receaue moit deteita- 
ble howling of tormented fpirits ; thy feeling which 
was vfed to fine liunings, and foft iilks , ihall feele 
the burning fire of brimilone: Thy iight which 
had the profpe6t of faire buildings , ritch and curi- 
0U8 ArchiteAarSf & pleafant gardings, ihall fee the 
ouglie iight of fearfull and terrible dlvels ; thy dian- 
tie guft which did furfet with all forts of fweetnes, 
ihall be tormented with thirit and hunger ; and thy 
fmell which was fed with rare muske, & filled with 
art of fine oders , ihall now be perfumed with 
ilink and lent of molt intollerable filthines. This 
ihall be the rewarde given to the ritch ghittons of 
this world. God fpeaking by his Prophet Efay^ he 
bids, ToUaiur impius ne videatglanam Dei; Take the 
wicked man away, that he may not fee the glory 
of God. Then thou who fucks forth the heart- 
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bloud of the poore, thioke on this, and thou who 
art a grievous oppreflburi looke to thy felfe, or ra- 
ther thy heart is hardned and can not fee, thou tri- 
umphs in the aboundance of worldly glorie ; thy 
confcience feeles not the forceable ftroke of (iune; 
thy too much lenfualitie hath made thy foule fenf^ 
les* But 6 when iicknes the fore*running harbinger 
of agonizing death doetfa feafe vpon thy bodie, & 
wils thee to pay that doubtles debt, Ho furetie will 
be taken, nor no fhifting excufe can helpe thee; 
thy foule niuft needs be fequeftred from thy bodie, 
all thy friends will forfake thee, thy flattering troups 
which doeth attend thee, will leaue thee, thy 
pleafures (hall loath thee, and in thy loathibme 
bed ihalt thou lye deftitute of all comfort ; the di- 
veil in moft fearefuU and terrible forme fhall 
haunt thee, houlding thy haynous finnes before 
thine eies, and ftill crying in thine eares, Ikelpaire 
and dye. What miferable eftate ihall this be, 
when thy wicked life layeth this before thee, and 
telles, This muft thou suffer, and this way muft 
thou goe. And when the malediction of the op- 
preiTed man, the deftrefled widow, and father^ 
les Children, whole ruth-begging«>clamour8 , di« 
iturbes the Heavens, and brings thee (O wick- 
ed man) to this miferable end. Can thy ritdies 
ridde thee, or lette the free from the horrible paines 
of Hell ? Where is the glory of thy wealth and fub- 
fiance nowe ? Diviliarum ja&antia quid veins c(m- 
tuUt ? And beiides all this , how infamous ihall thy 
name be amongft the Commons ftill, like a Ten-

nice ball , tofled from mouth to mouth , faying, 
The moft pernitious inftrument of our age hath left 
this worlde ; The oneljr Glutton of AmbitioD 
wfaofe iniatiable defires coulde never be filde, 
one who fubomde the eare of his Prince, and 
made him beleeue that eyerie ftrange face was 
comde to cut his throat, one whofe envy wold suffer 
DO man rife but himfelfe. When ever he did marke 
any afpyring Ixanch, flourifh vnder the fhining fa- 
vour of the King, then did his leditious wittes, and 
his Liidfiariam pryde, fearch by all-meanes how to 
deftroy him. This ever byting hound whofe teeth 
was a contagious canker, when his heart was moft 
ful of mifchief, then was his tongue moft ful of flat- 
terie. O filthie difeafe of flattery, it were better for a 
man to follow a dc^ge , and liue vpon his furfating 
▼omet, then to be a flatterer. O flattery the very in^ 
tyfiag inare of deceit , vnder the which all kinde of 
dangers lieth obfcured in Ambufh: to be fhort he 
was fuch a )one, that ftill did impoveriih the Kings 
coffers to iaritch his own, he did not loue to fe thefe 
to whom he was bebold^i, to al his friends vnthak- 
full, of all good deeds forgetful, and to al weUdefer- 
▼ing mindes ingrate. O thou filthie ingratitude, thou 
art even the very ezcrament of all evilles, ill fa- 
ring man, faire ill : I muft leaue thee, for mj breath 
is putrified with founding the Trumpet of tJby 
ttgnontiaious imperfeftions. Ryde on thy pofting 
journey , for indeed thou may ride a fwift gallop to 
heU , when thou haft the Areh-dmell thy guide to 
winde bis Jiome before thee, let iim wko is hukerus 
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fhrink at his awnejmartf when his fores arejerjt 
Now as for the yong afpyring gallant, I baue moft 
rare and excellent CoUours to paint thy portrate 
in a trew luftring forme; take Phyfick to ingender 
thy patience, although my fpeech be Satjrrick, 
What then? bitter drinkea are goode for the fto- 
mack, Therefore come on thou vngratious Boy, 
for I muft baue a bout with thee , Thou chylde of 
rnthrift, when thy parents gives thee ftore of 
wealth, before Grod giue thee witte to goreme: 
Then be fure thou felft all, pawnft all , and Ipendft 
all. How careles art thou of whats to come ? Thou 
never thinkft on want , but playes the infant perdu 
freely, ftill afluring thy felfe , that thy father hath a 
fatted Calfe to be kilde at thy Converfion« Vpon 
the hope of this, thou letft all goe , like the Jmoake 
of Tobacco f or like a foppy billow, which flees 
from the fliell of the walnut , and ftraight doth va** 
nifh in the aire. It may be thy father or mother, hes 
fcraped this fubftance together with labour, hun- 
ger and pinching of their belly: How beggerly 
perchance hath thy parents lived to provyde for 
thee ? How careful! were they to get it ? And how 
careles how they got it? evill and vnlawfull con- 
quefle makes fuch Impes of perdition come after 
and fpend all. Thou art like a raging Courfer, 
which runnes without a brydle, or rather like a 
ftorme-beaten-ihip amidft the Rocks, hauing no 
Rudder at all. Thou doeth quintifcens thy vnder- 
ftanding, and imploys thy wits, leaving no deceit 
vnfought how to get money. Thou intrudeft thy 
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lelfe m the Kings favour, building great authoritie 
on his fmyle } if he grace thee with his eare, then 
becomeft thou homely, bold» and audatious lying, 
cogging and flattering, that the behoulders and 
hearers may thinke thee a trew and perfite Cour- 
tier in deed. By this meanes, many men employes 
thee to fpeak to the Prince in their afaires, futes, co- 
plaints and requefts, are put in thy hands. What is 
offered thee for thy paines ? Thou wilt doe nothing 
till thou get halfe , or all in hand ; then thou felft the 
poiure mans fute to fome other, and so makes thy 
fiiifting deUiyes excule thy ihameles deceat. If 
thou be fometyme altogether out of money, thou 
ealft thy wits to a reckoning, and then di%uifes thy 
(elfe in fi>me ftrange apparels ; and on the hie way 
will rob the paffenger of his purfe. A Eing maygiue 
hanar qfknigkt^hood, but he can natgime mojfen to main^ 
tame it. After thy robery, then come to Court with 
thy bolde erected face, and an impudent gefture 
moft majefticall , to maske thy topSa villany* In a 
yagabounding humor, thy nights are ipent in 
whowring; ib thou makft thy bawdrie & ipending 
in a Bordell increafe thy reputation , and then thy 
lecherous life makes the blew circle vnder thy eye, 
UXL the world how much thou art over-lpent in 
fubftance of bodie. Befides all this, the Paliards 
token which thou caries of a MerCenary woman, is 
moft plealant for the Apotecharie, and very profi- 
table for the Barber. Thou affirmeft thy felf to be of 
the ludayeeaU law, and much more in going beyond 
the lew in thy vpright Circumdjion. Notwithftan- 
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ding of all this , everjr Ladie in the Court, muft be 
thy miflres ; but thy chief choiie is a gallant , and 
moft quick-witted Lady, whole experience knowa 
what duety belongs to the quiet opening of a back 
doore, perfumed finocks, a whifpering yoice, and 
cloath-lhooes, & who in a veneryan dilcourfe, with 
the want of ihame, will make her fan lerue to cover 
the bloudles blufh of her never bluihing face; thy 
want of purpofe is iupplied with many apifli triks, 
and in thy interluda doth praife her miftaken beau- 
tie, affirming, that it is not painting makes her faire, 
nor tliat her perfumd breath giues delicacie to the 
fmel, no thou fwerft Nature hes done aL The crew of 
vnthrifts are thy comrades, iuch cumpanions as hes 
made compadum with the divell to ride pofte to hel : 
when thou commeft to a taveme, and enters in the 
fecond degrie of drunknes, then playeft thou the 
B^dommtado^ and in thy Orlando Furif^ohumorj cidi 
for OciBans of wyne , a world of Thbaceo , and whole 
mountaines of Juger: who wil refafe to earoufe thy 
miftres helth, then is he called the fon of a whowre, 
the wine thrown in his fece, & ftraight cartalifike to 
a combat ; thou muft be ftout and outiWagger al, & 
ftill curfe the coeleftiall fignes which are not in Can^ 
cer or Scorpio , to the effect thou may let out thy co- 
lerick Uoud, in thy fwearing moft horrible, lb that 
the greevous terror of oathes, makes the haire of 
the hearers head ftand right vppe; when the hoft 
brings thee a reckoning, then thou wilt fweare to 
pay all , and fo takes it in truft , for I grant it is tlie 
trae pe&deckles of gentilitie, to black bookes with 
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ledconings^ to hunt with dogs, to play at dyce, 
and dally with drabs, and fometime to make a 
cuckold of thy fumilher : when a married man be» 
commes a Monfter , what kinde of glory is it to &e 
him walk on the ftreets, with a pair of egr^ous e- 
rented homes« and every one poynting their finger 
at his homed-worfhip. Thou art of no Religion, 
but a meere Athieftj then aflure thy iielfe to line vn- 
querrelled, thy roume and large confcience wiU 
make thee to elcape excommunication, becauie the 
Libertine goes alwayes frie; yet for all this thou 
goeft to Church for £iihion iake, and makes thy 
leming pietie weare thy brioches on the knees, as 
the young Lawyer goes to the houle of Juftice, 
and wiUiout profeit, weares the fore-breaft of his 
gOWM on the Bar, fb that he is forft to make a ibm* 
mer doak of the pofterior parte: All this miferie 
proceeds of the want of Clyants, and fearfall com- 
plainours, who dares not trufl the defenoe of 
their adion in the hands of fuch a skiUwanting 
Novke. Thou imitating all kinde of ftrange hu- 
mors, ftill becomes inconftant in thy cloathes: 
Thy traffick is with the Lumbard, thou makes 
it thy Gwmrda r<Ma , and thy feroe is amongft the 
Phn^ye^i and oft-times a purpole thou ftayeft 
from Court a prettie whyle, Uiat occafion may 
6fier thee to retume with a newe fafhion of 
doaths, not vnlike a Cittizens young wyfe, who in 
curious pryde of a newe-fangling Hummer ^ will 
take the advantage co change bar buslDe when 
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(he comes from her child*>bed. If thou haft any 
thing, fell, pawne, borrow, and begge, to buy 
knight-hood ; tby wife muft haue a hoode , and be 
called Madame, although thou and fhe fhould liue 
beggerlie, and lay the moft parte of your cloaths 
in lavender, to malntaine the naked ftyle ; it is a bale 
ambition, which brings nothing with it but the 
bare name. Povertie maks fuch Ibrt of people turaei 
Cunny-catchers, take vp commodities, skambeU, 
beg and borrow of their betters, and ftill liue by the 
tryall of their wits, attended on by brokers, who 
Ipares not to feek & ferch be al means to know who 
will giue their money out for intreft , making large 
and fair promifes , damning his foule to confirme 
his lyes , till at laft with vowes and oathes , he de- 
ceaues his neighbour; and that which an honeft 
man hes gathered with great paines, and longfome 
travell, gotten and fcraped together, to maintaine 
him and his family : Then is it put in the hands of a 
deceitfull villaine, who never thinks to repay a pen* 
nie of it. How foone his credit is loft ? then is he 
gone, and becomes bankerout. So is many a poore 
man left with his wife and children to make new 
fhift, this is a voluntarie robberie, which a good 
confcience could never yet excufe. The fefjants at- 
tends like pages of honor vpon fuch careles vn- 
thrifts, whofe eares are ever attending , / arreft you 
fir. The dambd Crew, and the fwaggering Confort 
of companions, hants commonlie about the C!ourt 
and capital Citties, and waits on Taverns, the ordi- 
naries, ftage-playes^ tilting, balling, and revelling, 
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fi} are they at al forts of conventions , and with cun- 
ning authoritie becomes pocket-ferfers , and purf- 
pykers, their promynado is in fome other parte like 
PauU Church at London , where many poore gentle- 
men dines with Duck Vmphra^ and then comes to 
the ftreets Spaniard-like with an emptie bellie, pik- 
ing his teeth ; in this abufed place, thefe imps of vn- 
thrifts makes their meetings, and there invents 
new ftratagems how to get frefh money ; fome by 
hoile, and fome by foote, will walk like night Owls 
on the fields, waiting fcoUers comming from their 
friends, farmorers coming to Ixmdon^ marchants go- 
ing to mercats, & lawiers coming from the vifitati- 
on of their clyants, and fi> transforming the word of 
Godjhme you fir , in Bander your purfefir^ they become 
obfolut commanders. O they haue no revenues of 
lands, this purchele makes them go gallant in faire 
cloathes, Sc entertain an hoile & a whore, & fome- 
time for neceffitie fake , himfelfe will be Pandor ; of 
what prooeedes all this viUany ? It is true, the King 
hath no warres, nor wil not grant Commiffioners, 
not letters of Mark for the fea, every Oalies and Ga- 
lias l3ring idle and waift without flaues , lb that my 
Lord Cheif Juftice is forft to fill prifons, and floo- 
rifh Tyibum with the lewd confort of this dambd 
Crew. Thele Iparkes of perdition, caries the 
name of Gentle-mens fonnes, hauing great reve- 
nues and rents , and for the . moft parte are calde 
Capitames, or elle Lewtenants ; aske him where he 
was made Gapitaine, he will pre&ntly anfwere in 
eighty eight, that time whenithe king of S^paiM great 
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Armado was overthrowne ; or elfe in Ireland ^ when 
the Earle of Ejtx was generally O to heare them ti« 
kle a difcourfe of valour , what great brafxtdas (as 
the Spaniard iayes) Quejan Mais las amenaxados^que 
los acHchiUa dos , and how they kill men be appre* 
henfion, leads on troups, and never takes them off 
againe, dnno vno SpanuAa BodamontadOf that layes, 
his beard grew with fmook of mnfcats, and the 
haire of his head decayde with the noyfe of Can- 
nons: fuch Ibrte of men makes the winde of their 
ftomack become firme aer , fo that every word (by 
felfe conlate, and a lying diicourfe) appeares in his 
owne minde a braue man. Thefe are the men who 
affirmes tran/migratiaune, and makes it the chief Ar- 
ticle of their beleif , as when he fayes , Eota a dios io 
Jia hidalgo Naffido^ So by imagination » he is the 
moft valorous man that ever lived » he will haue a 
ragement, and all his Souldiers muft haue Mo- 
narchs minds ; all his drums muft be made of kings 
ikinnes, and prefentlie he will vow and fweare that 
his fword ihall kill none except it be Cornels , 
Capitaines , e CaveUeros muy konoradoa. What man 
of a foled wit wolde not fmyle to heare fuch bafe 
Cowards difcourfe, and chiefly in a Taveme, or 
elfe in a bordell amongft whowres : away with fuch 
cogging villains, which are naught els but the very 
excraments of mankinde. What may be thought 
of the buffie headed man, who ranges from Coun- 
trie to Countrie, he haunts Courts » and becomes 
a fpye, ftill curious to fearch newes and verye 
diligent to knowe the lecrets of all eftates ; in this 
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point he proves a rare intelligencer, and fo much 
the more by ingyring himfelfe with banging on the 
companie of young and light-headed Courtiers, 
with a counterfoot gefture, ftill plaufible to their 
uUe hufMors^ at his comming to towne before he 
come to Court, he takes his lodging in the fub-vrbs 
and mquyres for the Phrepry , and then , be fure he 
will enter like a PoUmian , a Sweifli , or a Fleming; 
But 6 how fwiftlie will he be chainged in ane /* 
talian , a French , or elfe in a Spani/h fute ? In this 
new Metamorphus, bee comes bouldlie to the 
ftreete, and makes his promynad towardes the 
Court, preffing (as it were) to accompanie his 
vnacquainted apperrell with a borrowed gefture, 
making the world poynte at his oulde garment, 
fomiihed with newe fafliions, till fome poore 
Oentle-man take notice of his owne late pawnded 
fute. Then (even then) beginnes povertie to make 
the true owner bluflie at the Baftarde behavi- 
our of baifnes it felfe , whilft the boy of the Phre- 
prey is fette to attend on his hyrde apperrell, and 
ftill to remember the flranger to come back, and 
make reftitution, and that he may leane off the 
wal, and alwayes keepe his doathes cleane. When 
he circuits the Palace, he fcomes to be aiha- 
med, but needs will intrude himfelf amongft Gen* 
tie-men and Ladies, then beginnes Curioiitie to 
inquyre what's he ? O layes one , he is a Traveller, 
a man of a moil rare wit, and of a very quick dif- 
courfe, he is an Heretick Poet, who can ryme 
extempore f Mitolat-ljmes , Stropyat-verfes , with 
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halting-feete , and make any object his fubjeA, 
and more then this, he hath the true arte of face 
painting, he knowes the lecreet vertue of com- 
ple6tion8» and hee can lay an vpright vermilion 
collour ypon the pale cheeks of bloudles Ladies. 
What folies and fuperftitious vanities may the eies 
of Wifdome beholde in the affronted and dam- 
nable cuftoms of wicked mankinde, whole mindes 
are a mirror of mifchief , a bordell to vyoe, and an 
excramentle corruption of all inormities » it finels 
of treafon to knock at the doore of a Kings mi- 
nion, fo with fcretching (the long waiting peti- 
tionar , may weare his nales to the fleih) before he 
fhall be difpatched, this makes many mal-conten- 
ted myndes ftand ypon the Thaeater of impati- 
ence, behoulding the glittering itage of an evill 
fiimifhed and deformed Court, where blinde FoT'- 
ton playes a prologue to the triumph of Time, a6ted 
with the abbominable finnes of Envy , Pryde > Am^ 
bition , Gluttonie , Avarice and LicAerie , &c . But 
6 how happie is that man whofe heart is not 
polluted with the imperfedlion of Court, whole 
head is not ftuft with a world of faicheries^ and 
whofe minde is not croft with tormenting refu- 
fals. This. man is he who lines at home voyde of 
treaCbn, lecure without feare or danger , and 
moft ritch with fweete contentment, it is he who 
fcomes to climbe a falling Towre, and whofe 
chiefe felicitie is not fixed, nor placed ypon yn- 
certaine toyes ; fo very well may it be laid. 
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'LlOw Uf/i u he whqfe happy dayes arejpent 
^ ^ Par from the Courts and liue9 at home in eqfe : 
Ifs andy he whqfe riteh withjweete content 
And buUde no nefl on top ofOedar trees: 
Nojlormingjirife, nor yet no Ftprich kinde 
Of treafone gtU^ doth harbor in hie minde. 

JSe eats that breads which fweating labor yeeldSf 

With open doores^Jeeure in his repo/e; 

He walks alone ^ abroad onfpatiousfields^ 

Croe where he pleq/e^ he needs notfeare his foes: 
He trades on that, which proud ambition brings, 
Andjcomes tiie threatning terror of great Kings. 

I grudge to fee when many ajcurvie Clowned 

Of no defert triumphs , in their dejire , 

And from the top of Honor doth throwe downe 

Hercyhjjfnrits, prefiiming to qfpire : 

Shame whefs thy blu/h f cd heamens contet with Ms 
To fee good Kings, deceaued with Judas his. 

Thou heUi/h Court where eut-throatjlattrie dwels. 
Where fmple trueth no kinde ofJhaiUerfindes, 
Where bafer mindes, with pride and enuyjwels 
Where rueUng hearts are like inconftant winds. 
Where Forton bUndeplayes to apouUrons chance, 
And makes deceat in gUttring r<As to dance. 

You painted Jnakes , whqfe bitter poyfning gall. 
With want qf pUtie , plagues thepoore manspur/e, 
Gaiping damnation, doth attend you all, 
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Thetis no Bdaxfor ycmr EtemaU eurffe: 

Then eurft he Courts thou mon/irous Map qfHell, 
Where enuy^ pryde^ and treafon hmee to dwell. 
O Time, what a pretious thing art thou to be 
thus abulfie and wrongde with fo many? When 
thou art loft » who can finde thee ? When thou art 
gone , who can recall thee ? How happie are thej 
who employes thee well, and Ipenda thee not in 
hunting idle and vncertaine toyes ? What a pittie is 
it to fee braue fpirites fo careles of time, and ftill 
waifting of their wits in vaine ? Confuming their 
youthfuU yeares in fuch flauiih fervice, where ver* 
tue could never harbour, and at laft guardond with 
ingratitude, how oft hath the cowardlie flatterer 
cropen in favor, and catched the gallant mans re* 
warde ? O but the di%race of indifcretion pertaines 
to the diftributer, & not to the wel-de£erving man. 
Let the man whole meriet is great, put on Pati« 
ence, crofle his armes, and fmyle at fluuneles in« 
gratitude , what a fhame is it for fuch as are borne 
to great ritches , and yet wants nobilitie ! O to be 
noble now in thefe dayes, it is thought to be pro- 
digal, and fo the hearts of higher powers, are tranf- 
formed in the hearts of avaritious vfurers, who 
makes their gould their God; he houlds his hand 
faft, his blinde pryde, and voluntarie forgetfulnes, 
thinks every man bound by duetie to ierue and doe 
his vtermoft, without fo much as thinl^i How ihall 
braue men in this miferable extremitie line, or 
keepe goode cloathes on his back ? feing his fervice 
is all his revenues, Poore man, he is forft to gpe feek 
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his fortoa be ibme other meanes. Becaufe when he 
goes to the warres, eveiy Capitaine will be his 
Comrady and if his courage defeme honor, he fliall 
get ity and what he hath by hazard is fweete con- 
tent» he gets eZ&o-ronme to eate his meate, he needs 
not lay downe his cloak in vaine to fit at the great- 
mans table, for if there wants roume, he muft ftand 
like the pillar of lalt which JLoU wife was turned in, 
or elle fteale to his doak, and flay for the latter 
meate, where never yet was ceremony of fitting 
downe, for he that comes firft, fits firft, and then 
fits like one flightred in rops, if he holde not his 
hand on his trinflier, hee may be robd whilft he 
drinks , if he eates at leafure, he may be fure to rife 
with an empty belly ; if he be hungrie, he muft fwel- 
low all with yndvilitie , and put himfelfe in perrell 
of choddng. I think the fix>mack of a latter-meate- 
man, and the ftomack of a dog, muft be very like of 
^* dilgefture , and their throats of a like meafure , for 
they without vfe of their teeth fwallows all. At 
hunting, after the Deere is kild and cwird, then is 
his intrals throwne to the hounds, whofe greedie 
appatide^ and eager ftrife, without regarde, fla^ 
bring the guts about their eares, and every one pul- 
ling from another gormounds filth and all. In 
treuth me thinks, there is nothing in fimilitude, can 
come fb neare the forme of a Courtiers latter*meat 
break'fEifl;, the lavage rudnes of fuch creatures, tels 
modeftie, that they never learned, Q»m decet in 
men/a mores Jervare doeemus. They are altogether 
ignorant of dvill inftrudions, their quidc expedi- 

tion»

tion, makes their patience ciy, either a ihorte 
gracQ, or elfe no grace at all. O what a hearie 
crofle is it for an honeft heart to liue in fucfa a 
graceles and flavifhe life, let him feme, waite, 
ryd, all is in vaine, and without profite. Beholde 
the Catigorie of whifprers. One will round in his 
Lords eare an errant lye ; another forge and invent 
a flattring difcourfe to pleale the humor of his ma* 
fters minde ; fome will doe no good lenrice except 
it be in fight, that he may gaine thanks, and the vil- 
lane proues naught elfe but a pyk*thank knaue , and 
a back-by ter of his deareft companions • I wonder 
but Ibme of the wifer fort of noble men, ihold pon* 
der and confider very wel, fie villanie, and ftil grace 
the pyk-thank with a lifting eare, take good-heed to 
his detracting difcourfe , and ever ayme at all his a* 
Ctions with a diligent eie, protect his knaverie with 
a fmyle, why ? becaufe fuch men are maU necejfary^ 6 
but good my lord, beleeue him not without great 
triell, take a reckoning of his relation, and keep not 
malice in a miiconftring minde towards an honeft 
man , if it be a mater of importance , which con- 
cemejs both honour and credit, then fpare not to 
call the fufpeCted man before thee, and aske him in 
fecracie, if this or that be true, if thou findft any 
knavery , either be malice , or be juft tryell , guer- 
done the honeft man with honour, and cafleir the 
knaue with fliame, contrare»poyfon fuch confu« 
ming cankers, & keep not fuch venemous tiper$ in 
thy company, but ftil away with favors of dilcenti- 
on, and breeders of mutanie, for how can a cittie 
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ftand» <Hr yet hold out againft the enemie, when it 
is devided in it lelfe : Or if the members of thy bo- 
die be creiii or feiftred with filthy lores ; thou who 
is the heady can never be well; thy followers are 
thy guard ; and theifore thy guard that guards thee 
fliould be found and of one minde, accompanied 
with lone one to another, without envie, grudge, 
or malice: and aboue all things, they fliould carie 
a great and awfull relpe£t, to thee who is their 
onely head and maifter : thy glory is to fee all that 
attends thee in good equipage ; and it is thy fhame 
to lee men that corrupts good maners, to bide in 
thy oompanie, or to attend thy perfbn. The honeft 
gdR;ure decores the grolhes of the apparrell, but 
evill education would fpoile a diadem. If thy ler- 
▼ant or retainer, after two or three admonitions re- 
fule inftru3;ion, decard him, and let him goe: be* 
caufe fimple ignorance can be no excuie to arro* 
gant wilfulnes, be curteous to thy friend, and ftill 
be noble to thy followers. Becaufe they who at- 
tends thee, are as ftrengthie pillars of thy eftate, and 
without them thou can not ftand • Be liberall, but 
no wayes prodigall, and as a contagious Peft, ever 
efchew that filthy and deteftable vice of avarice. 
Contemne that beggerly Canabse, who counfiules 
thee, to fluune thy worth with a niggards minde, 
great is the great*mans honour, whidi confifts in a 
wife iervaat. It is not the difcreet holding of a great 
houle, will impoveriih thy ftate. And it is not thy 
noble heart to thy followers will empty thy cofisrs : 
No, it is when the vnthrift in his prodigall humor, 
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moft vngratioufly fpends his rent ypon change of 
whores^ and diligent Pandors in fecret viUanie, when 
the darkned clouds of the quiet nighty brings iilent 
reft to the honeft fort : even then is the Iparkes of 
perdition ranging the ftreetes, and making their 
ritch triumph in bordels. O heavens why made thou 
night to CMerfitmei it is this and fuch abufe as this 
be, that cankers the ftate of many a man : thefe abo- 
minations breeds many b^gers, and drawes down 
Gk>ds vnrefiftable wrath vpon them felues, their 
houfe, and their off-fpring. And againe^ how will 
other mifers fpend their ritches £> narrowly » and 
yet how fwiftly will it confume, becaufe God hath 
not blefled their portion ; fome will hoard it vp, and 
neither hath joy nor comfort of it : they hold in their 
hand, and with eameft eyes over-looks every thing 
niggardly : it is they who ever takes a fharpe recko- 
ning of the kitchin-Cotfn/lf, and ftill giues ftrait com- 
mand to the Butler and Pantry keeper, betwixt 
meales to goe take the aire in fome quiet comer, 
where he can not be found • O theie be they who 
fubfcriues their precepts with a counterfeited CAo- 
rader, to the effe£t the deburfer ihould not anfwer 
his Maifters warrant, but only make pajnoient with 
flufting delayes. Thefe fort of men weares their 
doathes till they weare out of faihion, and than 
transformes them in the laft edition* When this 
ma is called to any convention coceming^ his King 
or Country, or yet to pleafure his friends in any af- 
faires, to efchew the journey, then be iure he will 
haue the meagrime in his head, a paine in his teeth, 
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fome coUick in his intrals , either Siatiie , or elie by 
guttifh, then mnft his beggerly worihip keepe his 
chamber, & take fome Phi/ick to ezpell the Auinat of 
expenies : they are alwaies deafe when they heare of 
any thing that founds of asking : they can never be 
found in their giving humor , but are al waies ftarke 
blind at the fight of the well«deferving man : this ig« 
nobilitates honor , it crownes^^ame, it treads downe 
vertue^ it inthrones vice, and makes hellifh ingrati* 
tude 9 to becom the triumph of lime* Should a Prince- 
ly (pint be fo baie, as not to haue a care of the man 
whofe merit is great : fliould he haue that ingratfuU 
mind to make a forged fault, rob him of his reward, 
and then fend him to thee yet: or ihould he haue 
that vnchriftian heart, to let him know of want. O 
worfe (yea ten thouland times worfe) then the verie 
hearts of brute beafts : Curfed he thou ingrafitude, the 
chiefe of all euils : fie on fuch beggerly brefis, which 
are bwne to be Noble, and then containes naught 
elfe but pinching avarice. O cancroy le Spalle d* vn hu* 
omo da bene mm dehbono portare lajbmma di tante in- 
jmrie. O it grieues me mightily that I can not raile e- 
nough, and it grieues me more, that nothing elfe 
but bare railing ihould work revenge vpo the bafe 
abufe of fiich Arrange monfi^ers, whofe degenerate 
hearts firom true Nobility are gilt over with golden 
words. But what ca be laid to a cautarifd cofdence, 
a remorfles mind , or to a hardned & fenfles heart, 
who never died the face of honor with the blufli of 
fliame, the gentle heart of an honeft minded man, 
holds his turret of recSpece vpo .the ruinous grotid 
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of idle promifes, ftill credulous » and ever ritch in 
naked hope, till at laft bis merit growes lb great, 
that his fight becomes loathfome to him, who 
Ihould reward him. Who is it then that gets and 
gathers all the gaines? flattering pick-thanks, vii« 
worthy fowles, cowardly poltrones, and canailles, 
who fUll keepes b^ging in requeft. So ideots, 
ftoyicks, and parafites, are ritch, when Princes and 
gallants are poore. Such is the fubtilty of ihakie 
hatchers of envious trealbn, and fubtill villaines. 
To lee two crafty knaues meet in Ciourt, in ftreet, 
or any where, how will they fidute one another 
with Shaking of hands with low courtefiues, an- 
nixt complements , offers, vowes, and large pro- 
mifes will paffe betwixt them : how ware will they 
be ever doubting, not vnlike two cunning and fure 
Fenfers lying at a lafe guard : O that then their bo- 
die were tranfparent like chriftall , and that an ho* 
nelt man might lee what hid mi&hi^ lies in their 
hearts. I thinke the honeft man might gnalh his 
teeth, to fee the bote rancounter of equall deceit, 
the true race of BdbUamqn rafcalls , the llaues of 
pride, and generation of Haaum. If any fuch vil- 
laine haue the credit to gather & take vp his Lords 
rents and revenewes, in reoeaving and deburfing: 
then be fure he keepes the two rules of Ari&me'- 
iiei, to wit, StAflra^um and MwUiplieaticn^ the one 
helps him in his reoeaving, the other in his debnr* 
fing; bee mult enterline his counts, enlarge his 
fummes, invent new joumeyes, exploite all kinde of 
courfes that may Jbe ezpenfive, ondy a purpole to 
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make great yolames of reckoniiigs^ that his vantage 
may be the greater, & his theift the better covered. 
Hee robs bis Maifter of his revenewes, and makes 
him felfe a great rent» and with a godlefle purchaie 
he lines like a Prince, enritching his owne pofteri« 
tie, and puts his Maifter ever in debt: the NoUe 
man thinks him iel& to be well lerved, and that he 
hath a faithfiill and truftie iervant, when the villaine 
is a cat>throat, a vnderminder of his Maifters ftate, 
and brings his lands in moigage : this man will 
coonfaile his Lord to fell his lands, and this villaine 
will be the firft will offer him money; thefe kinde 
of deceaving Parafites are made ritch with faUs and 
godlefle conqueft. O this man is he that hath no 
foule, he plagues the tenants, and ftops the eare of 
his Maifter from the poore farmourers complaint: 
he hath no compaffion on the widow or fatherlefle^ 
in giving of rewards he robs his Lords honour, be- 
ing eommaunded, he either giues little, or none at 
all : he payes the wdl-deferving man with faire ex- 
cufing-words, & the poore diftreffed hegget with 
God hdp you, but whoi the purfe-bearers recko- 
nings are produced, how large, how liberall, and 
how honourable will he make his Maifters rewards 
to be. O this affronted villaine with a (hameleffe 
fiEu», and with perjured oathes, will damne the v^ 
rie Ibule of him felfe • O that the King, the Duke, 
Lord, Laird, Maift;er, or the luperiour, be what 
thou will, would take fuch a treacherous knaue by 
the neck, and fay, Sirra, giue me a reckoning of my 
goods ; thou art a cogging villaine, thou art a tray- 
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tour, and betrayed me: thoa haft ftdlen my fbb- 
ftance and begirt me, thy deceit hath over-filed my 
Parents^ robd their lands, & made me to line in po- 
verty : thou haft wocme all with falie dic^ lay down 
againe, or eUe thou flialt finart for it. I thinke, be 
what thou may be, thou may doe this, and thou may 
doe it with audtoritie of a good confdence, and fo 
giue an example to all cofbning raicals, to cogging 
flatterers, and to all treacherona viUaines. When 
Generalls, Coronals, or Captaines, reoeaues pay 
fix>m the Pk'ince or his Pagadore, to doe good ler- 
vice to the Conntrey, they who are commanders 
of the Armie, will malce new Callenders of their 
owne enlarging yeares and moneths: for fomtime 
they will make, the y eere to be 1 5» moneths, the mo- 
neth fine or fix weekes , to the wradc of the fbuldi- 
ers : and againe, their monters ihall be given in to 
be thirtie, fortie, fiftie, or a hundreth thouiand 
ftrong, when they fiiall fcarle be half io many men, 
fo that falfe monters is the ruine of a camp, the rob- 
bing of a Prince, and the only defi:rud;ion of poore 
fouldiers by the law of Armes and counfaile of 
warres, fuch caterpilleAs of a Campe fhould be 
hanged, caihiered, raked and tortured, and at left 
get the Jirapado. Many a Captaine goes gallant, and 
playes the bravado with the poore fouldiers pay: 
how can a fouldier Hue, when he gets no pay to 
maintaine him. Is it not a great and worthy glo- 
rie, and a mightie courage to the Oeneralls heart, 
when he fees all his Armie of gallant men in good 
equipage, and his Camp well fumifhed. And to 
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be more carefiiU for the Ibuldiers then for him ielf» 
feeing the Ibuldier is his defence , and the onely 
fbrtreflfe of his eftate • O that the eyes of Princes 
would not winke at fuch villanie, and that their 
wealth ihould not be lb vnworthily beftowed. A 
kings minion that knowes all the fecrets of the King, 
and next to tiie Kings body, perchance will be an 
intelligencer, a fiei&or, & a doer for neighbor Prin* 
oes, preffing to raiie and Ve&pt them rp, and vnder- 
minding his owne King and Maifter, taking large 
iums, fo that he becomes a Pentioner to a forraine 
Prince, yea if it were to ten Kings, he will take of all : 
this bufie-headed and craftie knaue, for all this he is 
not miftniiled, but ftill advanced and efteemed to 
be a true fubjedfc, and ftill thought a man who doeth 
good iervice to his King & Country • Now in this 
chirping time of peace, when none triumphs but 
cowards & poltrones, ibuldiers and fchoUers are 
banifht Court & Country, they are counted a con- 
tagious Peft, and vnprofitaUe inftruments. What 
fhal we all tume cowards, & ftill try our patience in 
liifferiBg wrongs ? when the couragious fouldier be- 
gins to dilbourle how he hath fpent his time in wars, 
he begins to tel in the Winter how he lies in garri* 
Ion, & in the fpring-time like a well managed fhip 
going to her voyage^ lb in braue equipage goes he 
to the fields commanded by his Chieften, and ani- 
mated in his mardbi with found of Trumpet, and 
tuck of Dmmmes ; if they approach the enemie in 
faire fields, they muft marche in battaile, if the 
2 Campe defimde or purfue a Towne, they muft ^ 
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entrench them leluefl, make redoubts » and conques 
ground, defend thdr Cannon, let their OabkMis, 
and palilade their weaker jdaces, the iouldier muft 
ftand his houre lentinell perdew, vnder the merde 
of Musket and Canon , and what is all their iport ? 
naught elie but flying of Colours, founding of 
Trumpets, touking of Drummes, elaihing of har- 
nefle, fhooting off Muskets, roarii^ of Cannons, 
thundring of vp^blowne-Mines, giving aflbults^ and 
getting repulle with fundry & thidc fortes, making 
retreats, and with fireih courage joyning bote and 
fierce rancounters, bringing deftru6Uon, rape, 
Uoud-fhed, murther, and cruell vengeance. O this 
fearefull difcourle makes the haires of a coward 
ftand right vp, he will not buy honour at f«ch a per- 
rillous rate* be will ftay at home and be knighted 
either by moyen or money: fueh is the abuie of 
worthy knighthood, that now ev^ kitcfaen*felldw 
may attaine to, be flattering credit of euil-purchafii 
wealth • Nim venit em modi vividafama Aoiro^ Do- 
lours, paines, guts, avarice, ambition, envie, the 
ftonie gravell, the plague, inventing of treaibn, and 
thouland worfb infirmities, and worie di&aiSas are 
found and bred by idlenes and ftaying at home, 
much more then in travaile or going in fiirre jour- 
neyes. I hate this miferable led; of Epieurians^ who 
onely loues to eate, ileepe, and drinke. Looke on a 
drunkard, how the continuall exhaufting of drinke 
enflames his face with fire, and transformes his 
nofe in a red rock of fpurtled and white-headed ru- 
bies, whofe gliftring luifter yeelds a vermilion re- 
flex

flex to patenes it £^fe: and yet tJie more the fto« 
made be oppreflfed with the ftrength of drinke, the 
moie it heates and driee vp, Qaro j9&« sunt pota, plus 
ftkmtmr oqiUB^ fuch finrt of tiplers who loues and 
hath pleafure in bibbing and eontinuall fupping of 
ftrong drinke : this Epieurian £e6t, I fay* makes their 
bade & ilidr beUy iheitfummum homnm . O I blame 
the great abufe of eompanionrie, who can not keep 
Ibdetiey and be merrie in honeft & dviU paftimes : 
they diiak all nothing if that they drinke not drunk : 
what a beaftly thing is dmnkennies? and what an 
fibhominable mother is it to all other iinnes» it is 
the very, gate of hdl» Alemander the great, when 
he bad eonqnefk the world with valour 9 yet drinke 
overthrew him» and killed him: how many bran- 
ches of mitchiefe fprings from that filthy rowt ? I 
lay to thee who hath bene a drunkard, & hath bene 
an abnier of the benefits of God, pardiance rather 
for the lone of cinnpany, then for the loue of drink : 
(f thou haft remorfe^ and is angry at thy lelfe, thou 
art happy* And I will entreat thee to bdidd the 
beaftly behaviour of a drunkard , when he is in his 
drunlrcnnes, and it will make thee hate drunkennes 
worle then any thing: in man it is more then filthy, 
and in woman ten thoufimd times worfe, beeau/e 
Jkee can not hide her wmejhnime. I confefle and 
alow that both men and women ihould drinke mo- 
deratly , fur the better health of thdr body ; but I 
thinke it odious, when wie ihall <as it were) focee 
another to driidce more then meafure, to furfet and 
Ipoile them lelues; to this^ I lay with th« Italian, e qual 
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idipaxadajignopeuexprejb: CkeperaUri^iMder p erder 
fejieffb : It is a great figne of inadiies, when any bo* 
die for the lone of another will kill. him ielfe: To 
whom U woe f to whom UJbmwf towhomisjirifbf io 
whomiimurimtringf towhomarewaumdawiOumteaufef 
(and) towhomiathereimesofiheJaeeandAee^sf 
emen to druniardi. This iniatiaUe cnftome is lb enlaifp* 
ed within this Iland, that it is in all forts of eftates dig- 
ged from vice to vertue. How many fimdry Ibrts of 
fins hath intmded them ftlues amongft tb; ftninge 
and new invented finhes comes from the Court to 
the Conntrey, like the new fafliions of apparrell : 
how new-fangled are we to foUow them, difoen* 
ding by degrees, for we may ftill fee the faalSnr fort 
ftrivlng to imitate their betters, and rather in wio- 
kednes then in goodnes : the Clowne ftriues in his 
faihions to follow the Gentleman, and the Court 
waiting Ladies is counterfaited with the Country 
drab ; few or none foUowes the honeft mans maners : 
honeftie, & truth are becomd baniiht tFajrtoHB, nor 
yet dare Charitie come neere Court : the cirill and 
v]Hright man hath waited long in the glorious 
Courts of Kings, & can not find favour, he is turned 
back wearied, he weeps to fee a fcunrie Sc vngodly 
confort of villaines, crowned with deceit, & wrapt 
vp in the painted robes of flatterie, in the Triumph 
of thieft, adorned with iniquitie in Ihe Chariot 
of forgetfulnefle , drawne to hell with the leaven 
deadly ftnnes. What can heroyick ipirits lay to 
the heinous abufe of pretious time in this laft and 
miftrable age • Let him pittie forgetfulnes , and 
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iigh at «iiilaiiie) or rather let him tvme home againe 
to burthen hie friends when hie lands are engaged, 
when he hath fpent all, and left nothing, and when 
moyen and mony failed him both at once, he could 
not begge a fuit : he could not bay an Qflke, nor he 
could not get one church benefice gratis : fuch was 
the rage of ingntitude. Let this man I iajr, who hath 
Qient his time, tarn ; & lay with that moft galant ma, 
Av^fidl regard dyjpmtieA nM wilh King9 ^ but takes rei> 
p^$ye^andneuera$keihwhy. We may lee what ftrange 
paines the worldling takes on him, to be riteb, what 
inventions, and with what great iaduftrie ; beluM 
the Merchant what he vndertaketh, to be ritch: 
what reftlefle travailes with great hacard of his life, 
compaffing (as it were) the whole earth to flie po* 
vertie, and leaues no comer in the worlde vn« 
(ought : Impiger extr^moe eurrU mereator ad Indoe 
perMarePauperiemJitgieMperSaxaperignee. Then 
looke againe on the Meeha»^ or artifiini, with rare 
inventions of bis fpirit: the diligent labourer of 
the groand, with the fweate of his bodi^ and eue- 
rie one by lawfoU or vnlawfuU meanes wrings 
their wits, and ftilt trarailes to be ritch» Now let 
vs confider what it is that litches will not doe? We 
may beholde and lee howe it mendes all defor* 
taities, and . oft-times transformes Vertue in Vice : 
firft, it makes the bafe Poltrone proude, the 
Ibolilh eileemed' wile, this ignorant ftoyick to 
be preferred.* And it makes a Lord or Chiefe 
C<mimaander, to honour a borne Bafcall, and 
a verie flaue by .Nature , bee wUI make him 
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ipeake with a covert bead, wafli with him, fit afc 
meat, and eate in his Qwne difh, with a flitterini; 
eare he will entertaine his diieoatie, icMiitiiiies with 
gravitie, and fimitimes with imiling » as it weie to 
giue a counteifut graoe» to the ^onmt Afle : ^ffkj 
will it pleaiie his Lwdfliip to doe all this ? Becauie 
his honour thinkes fudi men are needefnU inftru^ 
ments to ingage them ielues» and beeome Gatio^ 
ners fw the Lords debt* A help to fomifli his hon^ 
to ftore his Citchin^ and ittll to lend him monejri 
O but When this p6bre deoeaved lot, begins to b^ 
b^;gerd» then his Lordfhip priiratif deoardb him, 
becaufe bee can not &rue more to make Tp a full 
hnndreth. At laft, this guild raicall comes with cap 
in hand, with low-fkouping courtefie licking the 
way with his flaviih knees, and halfo weeping b^ 
his owne; then his Lordihip becomes deafen and 
hath no more Jwlaa kifles to beftow on his fooliih 
worihip. What may this man thinke of him ielfe^ 
and of his deere bought courtefie^ the Lord kaiied 
on his flioulder, the Lord called him Sir, and ftUl 
bad him cover his head; the Lord let him at his 
fide^ and dranke healths to him : and now when; all 
is gone, the Lord payes him with a pmmile^ and £> 
bids him farewell. What will ritdies doe more? 
it will cover villany, invent mifdiiefe, and.bri^g 
forth treafon, it betrayes beauty, and mak^a.loue 
merdnaric^ it corrupts juftice^ and with damnable 
deedes damnes Ihe ibule of manldnde*. This defin 
of ritches hath made, and ftiU makes many a man 
to haurd all, there, is nothing but thci : worldling 
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will doe for goM^ even all in all: This made that 
herojiek and learned Poet crie outt Quid wm uotr 
taUmpe&ora cogU aurijaerajhmea: Wliat ihaU I iky 
to thee who is contented with fobrietie^ and caries 
tmth in thy heart, when thou feeft the great abofe 
of ritcheSy it makes thee deiire no more then is fuffi- 
dent to maintaine thee with all, yet for all this, thy 
good deedes perdiance can not purchafe it: thy 
Lord or Maifter enranks thee with the deceaved 
fbrt,andib forgets thee! O thou, hadlwi/iwhat 
an exoeUent plaifter art thou fiir the incurable did 
eaie of repentanee. What a great griefe is it to 
the well-deftrving man, who hath a promife to be 
rewarded, and becomes aihamed to importune his 
dd>ter ? but O, when he Hands in his fight, what a 
loathfbme booke^ becomes he to defired foigetfiiU 
nes, which yeelds naught elfe but flattering finiles, 
and never poformd promi&s. Now I fpeake to the 
young afpiring gallant, leame in time to beware 
at other mens harmes. Provide for age and fickaes* 
Looke on the aged Courtiers, who hatii fpent their 
youth in waiting on, they goe icambliag like fiut* 
chera dogs in Lentron, they are like old cart-horli^ 
like out-wome hounds, and the very fboffe of time. 
Therfore when thou looks on the Anatomie of tim^ 
& hath oonfidered the lecrets thereof O how deere 
fliould it be to thee» & how ihould thou behaue thy 
ielfe in thia time, to provide for the time to come ; if 
thou be poore, who wil care for thee^ fuppofe thou 
art of the moft rare wit in the world , adorned and 
made perfit with all the chiefe, & prindpall gifts of 
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Natuie, enricht & deedird with the iiditioiis of Art, 
yet for all this, if poverty bant thee, few or none fhal 
efteeme of thee now in thy youth-head ; I ccwniaile 
thee to thinke well on the time paft; confider the 
time prefent, & haue a care of the time to come-

For behold I 
eome fhortlie, and mp rewerde u with me to rander 
euerie man as he doeth dtferue. The euftome of 
finne and oDntinuall vfe, makes finne pleafant, 
aboundance of impietie» and couldnefle of Cha- 
ritie deftroyes all , and makes many AAeifts . 
What fiiites of Charitie may we beholde in fun- 
drte Countreyes? naught elfe but the pittifuU fpe- 
dadeof JS«9yand Jfoft'ce, Oppreffion and Bloud^ 
Jhed^ Juftice wreifted with brybrie, the negligence 
of magiftrats fuffiring vidlual and provifion to parte 
from our Countrey, leaving derth and fiimine a- 
mongft VB, the lametattons of the poore is not heard 
behold the youths and fooUers going idle, fome be- 
comes marchants, or els machaniks, learning is held 
in difdain, Sooles, Colleges, & Vniverfities are not 
m^taiud, al decaies out of memory. O how may the 
hart of a true chrifiia bleid to fe the lametable fight 
of down-Men bridges, decayed hofpitals & menus 
diurehes , Nunefeges vbi Sumjwt, through Holland, 
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and in many parts of the Low Comtirieif what graat 
ohje&a of defftrnAion, what ove rthro we of fiiire 
and ritch archite£fcon, what large praipeft of a- 
bulHe poUicie ? and what deformation is now foond 
in reformation ? where ihall the murUierer he eon* 
damned, or the theif reoeaue the cenfiire of his pii« 
niihment? In the Chorch: where fludi the Judge 
heare the oathes of perjnrie ? In the Chiirdi : where 
ihall meetings, block^;s, buying, and ftlling be?

great wcmders, Oods difpleafure comes by finne, 
and nothing can ajqieafe him but repentance. But 
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the divdl who k l^riace of this world ftands like the 
mafter of a fain lotryt and £oolifli mankisde looks 
vpoa his deceanjpg vanities ; at left their fight being 
ininarde^ and their heart tenq^ed with his glitte** 
ring afiiuements , they hasaid their foule in hope 
of gaine. O man; how art thou deceaved, and how 
many ftrange wayes feekft thou to come to the 
kingdome of heauen ? Many cryes Lard, Lard, that 
JhaU not enter mAeKmgdome^our Lard. Manypro<- 
fefles Chriiiy that.ihal never be partaker of Chrifts 
glory. What a great coofort of AntechjfUaus are 
now defperft amongJEk Chri/Uane. Now is the mo- 
ther o£ whoredamee mounted vpon the ieven headed 
hefty that ten-croWnd«homd Monfter, that oulde 
Dragon the divdi» hath given him his power , and 
hath giuen the beaft authoritie, and hath printed on 
his forehead the name of Blq/jphemie: he ipewa, and 
vomets. forth vndeane fpirits^ which are Ambafl&* 
den to inlaige the kingdome of Sathan, Babilon is 
drunke with the bloude of Saints, and with the 
Uoud of Marters of J^fiu Ckrift, the pittifull lamen- 
tation ^4 ^^ Chofcht fpoken be the Prophet in the 
perlbn of our JSamaur, laying Sane ye no regarde aU 
ffethatfoffehff tkie way, behold and fee^ if there he any 
farrow like vnto my Jorraw. Our long fuffringGODat 
laft being forft to fpeake» / hane long time (faieth he) 
holden mypeaee,Ihaue benejiillandrf/rainedmyjelfe 
now will I cry like a traudUng woman, andlJhaU bath 
deftroyanddenomreatonee. In that day of God's wrath 
what ihall the Idoles of the Gentiles helpe thee 
made of gould and filver, the workmanihip of mans 
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hands, they hane a mouth aaid fpeakes not, they 
haue eies and fees not, and they haue eares and 
heares not, fuch fenfles ftodcs and ftones can not 
heipe thee. The Prophet JDavid cryes oat , Similes 
UUsJiant^ quijadunt ea, ^ omim jw coii^Ukji^ m 
eis* Let them be lyke vnto Idoles who maketh 
them, and let them be deafe, dmnbe^ and blinde, 
let them be altogether fenflefle who putteth their 
truft in them; GOD is a Jelous God, he will not 
be mocked, nor deceived, he knoweth all them 
who boweth their knies to BaaU^ and lodes on the 
filthines of them who commits fornication with die 
whore of Babels He hath marked all them that drinks 
the poyfonus dregs of her aUiominations, what 
anfwere giues the diflembling Hypocrite to this ? O 
laieth he, I did it to lane my life, my lands, and my 
pofleffions, or to get maintainance to fuftaine me. 
O thou faint-hearted coward, thou fearft that man 
who hath power to kill the bodie onely, but thoU 
fearft not God who hath power to kil both fbule & 
bodie, and to caft thee in hels fire. If thou think ei- 
ther ritches, thy wife, or thy children, or thy CSoun- 
trie, better then J^ue Chri/t^ thou art not worthie 
of him , nor thou ihalt never be pertaker with him 
in glorie.

Even ib will 
our living God doe to thee, he wMlJpew theecmtqfhis 
mou^ heeau/i tkau art neither hote nor colde* An^yet 
for all thia» hear the comfortable ipeech of God his 
kinde intretie, his vnfpeakable merde (faieth he)

I wUl not fiifake Aee: ihcuhq/l played ihe harlot 
mmykmere^qftermanyJbwigeGcdshq^ 
firay; tnrne againe to mejiutik Ae Lord, IwiUreeeaue 
thee; &if thou wilt nottum again, whatlaiththeProphet 
DaoidfNyi eomuerjijueritis^adiumjkum tnbravit^ ar^^ 
cumjimm tetendU ^ parauit illi. If thou convert not, 
God hath iharped his fword, he hath bent his bow, 
& made it readie. O that it wold pleafe God to end 
the dilcord amongft Chriftians, & that they would 
goe againft the Turke^ Jews & IiffideU, either to con- 
vert them, or elle to confound them, Vt ed^icentur 
muri Hienifidem, that the walles of Jerufidem may be 
bttilded.

Want of feare makes tbe finner fenilesy 
they hoilde fo much on faith, that the pride q£ their 
faith makes them futhles : in whom (I Uf againe) 
ihall the ^oight man tnift when the world is fo fuU 
of deceitfidl villany? Beware of that man (iayeth 
the ItdKoM) who giues thee £urer words then he 
was wont to giae thee , for he is either minded to 
deceaue thee^ or elfe he hath deoeaved thee alreak> 
die , then againe the ItaUau cryes out » De gU amid 
meiguarda me Dio, if gli inimiei meignardto bem to. 
And yet for all this» what if a man had Afgue eies 
to watch deceit ? Yet hee may be deceiued, fucfa is 
the craft of the fubtle deceiuer. O thou deoelyiBg 
Hypoerafie, what an Eie-blinding behaviour? 
What an extemall ihew of chirping pietie putft 
thou on to mask thy damnable deiling ? The pride 
and envy of the heart, covered with out-ward difii- 
mulation, feemes to correct vyce, and ipit at finne^ 
thou walkft OH' the ilreets with a down-cait look to 
Hell ; thy modeft apparel! is the onely coverture of 
Gluttonief Ambition and Venery , this is the true gar- 
ment of civllitie, thy common and finooth fpea^ 
ches, is all compunde with borrowed fcriptures, 
thy be yea and na is no fwearing, but both croft and 
curft is he who beleeues thee^ QKonmei turn efi in ore 
earum Veritas. How brauelie doeth S* Peter paint 
fuch men in their owne collours when he iaieth, 
Thraughcauetou/hesjhattthejf with fained words ^make 
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mareka$uHes ^pau, Aeir Judgement is not Jbr off^ and 
ihekrdamnatknjleepeihnot. And againe, heare what 
our Saviour criea out, O generation qf Fipers, how can 
youjpeakegoade ihinge^ when you are euUlyimrJHuea. 
Thou art a fighing nuUa^idian brother » who is not 
afliamed to call thy leUe a brother in Chrift, figh 
& lob forth iSaj riUanie, and be dambd. How many 
(and wondrous) dammyl fedtes and opinions are 
Ipred on the fara of the earth, and every one to af<* 
firme theif owne erradie, will lay hand on Scrip- 
ture, wrefHng the word of OOD to be a warant to 
their dreaming inventions. O thou ReUgicn how art 
thou dianged ? And with what ftrange and divers 
GoUours art thou painted with ? How is thy face di& 
i^iird, and thy apperrell polluted? And with in- 
grate wormes of the Earth, how art thou tranf- 
formde ? How can the fimple Ibule knowe thee ? Or 
to what hand fhall he turne to, when fi> many con- 
trare opinions are at fueh a miierable ftrife ? It is 
<mdy to the humble heart that the treuth is mani- 
fieflaed, and the true paflage of Heaven is difcove* 
red, becauie J^/ks Chrift hath placed his Tabemade 
in the Soone, and he hath builded his Church like 
8 great Cittie on the top of a Mountaine, blind ^r- 
roganee can not (nor will not) fee it. Our Saviour, 
hath bought it with no lefTe price , then the price of 
himftif, he hirth made it a glorious Church without 
fpot or wrinld^ hauing no blame at alL Let Here* 
ticks baric, and hellifh Ipirits rage againft the truth, 
what then ? Et parti h^eri nan pretalehmnt. Let dete- 
ftable errors, and all the authors of ledb^ let all 
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fuch vipers, (I lay) tume their infectious ftings in 
their owne bofomes , Sed veftrum qni$ iMfiUfisus erit^ 
woe be vnto you adulterers of Gods word, and 
woe he vnto you , whoJhuU vp the kingdome ofheamen 
before men^Jbr you yourjeluee will not enter, nor wiB 
y^S^^ ^^ lo enter who wUUngSe wolde enter . O 
Jerpents the generation ((f Vipers, how can ye e/cape 
the damnation <ifHdl. Dira tibi cum Jis vt Cham, 
exeeratio certa eft, nam matrem ridee, rifU utillepairem. 
Ye ihall Imowe them be their frutes of ynin-glorie , 
pryde, emfdatian,Jedition, contention, and vndantoned 
lufi of the flefli* And more then all this , you ihall 
knowe them by ynpardonable finnes againft the 
HoKe Ghq/l, to wit, ImpugnaHo veritaHs, inuidentia 
Jiratern€B,grati€e,preJumptio, impenitentia, ob/Hnaiio,^ 
di/jperatio. The haynous blafphemie againft the hUy 
Ghq/t fliall never be forgiuen in this world, nor in 
the world to come , For their vine is of the vine ofSo^ 
dome and Gamaraeh, their grapes are qf gall, their du* 
Jters are mofthitter , their vines are ihepayfim tfDra* 
gons,andqfihecrueUgaUqfCochalri/es. Othounian 
of God, I requeft thee to fiiy with the Prophet JDa^ 
vid, Judiea meJDeus, ^ deceme caufimn meam, degen* 
te nanfanBa ah hamine iniquo ^ dolq/b erue me Deus. 
Let wiiSlome fumiih the patience , to contrare-pojrlbn 
the contagious teeth of fuch mad dogs in thele Co- 
nicular dayes, what deteftable a thing is it , to fee and 
heare a fratemitie of obftinat ignorants, baridng (a- 
mongft themielues, at their owne errors, to Ipoyle 
fcripture, wrong Religion, and pratle of divinitie, ftil 
arrogant and euer fcoming to be cenfurde with the 
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more aundent and grauer judgements. It is no 
wonder » but the wonder of this (wondrous error) 
ihould make the hearers amafd. Who would not 
finyle at the gefture of a young Philqfijphical fellow 
(who in his youth-heid hes bene anointed with CK 
leum Philq/bphorum) to hear him in his tedeus talk of 
JugliBg foph^try, in fuperfluous circumlocutions, 
in his &r-fetched exempks, in bafe applications, & 
in a never-ending difoourie, feemeth to himfelfe a 
moft rare fcoUer by art, & then by nature he proues 
not eUe but a redicolus foole ; thefe are they whom 
the Apc^le S* Paul bids you beware of , that their vain 
decenUng Philqfbphy cdrrupt you not, which are not 
el/elmt the traditions i^fnen. Let al men of a foled vn- 
derftandiog allow the Spani/h Proverb » A palabrae 
toeaear^as/urdM^yqueamuehohaUar^muchoerrar, 
The Charletan w as the Dutch-man cals him, the 
Quiek^/iluer , This cc^ging raskall will ftand vpon 
a Market place, and there with a boulde erre- 
3:ed face, he will beginne and tell of many inven- 
ted miracles, how his Oyles and Waters hath done 
fuch rare wonders in reftoring health to the dilea- 
ied perfons, in curing (as it were) incurable wounds, 
and preientlie he will produce Ibme fedned Char- 
ter leald with walx to approue his villanie, and 
be this, meanes he perfwades poore ignorants to 
buye his poylbning drogs. This is he who will 
vndertake to mend any thing what-fom-ever. The 
Mitehanky in Italie are not fo full of deceit , but 
I grant in their fubtle villanies , they goe farre be- 
yond them, yet they are lefle hurtefuU to their 
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auditors, and are more merry with lefle oflRmoe, 
yet I will not purge them of knavery. Who is a 
more felfe-deceiving foole in wifedome? or who 
is a greater Afle? then a Pn^oftication-maker, 
who iaieth, that the Conje&ures, which they haue 
is founded vpon probabylities , and not vpon ab> 
folut neceffitieS) & ib oonfeqaetly^ the moft perftte 
Prognq/iicutors ibmtimes moft erre; but why may 
not ane AJlromomieaU villaine, joynd with a drea* 
ming AJirolcjgiiian villan^ make and invent leifings, 
it is they who will take vpon them to tell whats to 
come, and feeke to prejudge God of his glwie, it is 
they who wil tell the alterations of time, the diange 
of weather, and in what dftate a mans bodie ihkll 
be in, for that yeare into come. I thinke fach JPW- 
tun-iellers or fuch JSgiptien-pfdmi/ler^ ^ when they 
fet downe fuch Pig^^enff rules to a man or womans 
bodie, fliould be prejuditiall to the wife Pkji/liUm, 
becaufe he leives him nothing to fky, feeing he in 
his MathematicaU humor circumvolves the Hea* 
yens, and fo audatioulUe intrudes himfelfe in the 
fecretes of the Omnipotent GOD. But as for 
you ignorant Medicenan^ I thinke you are not 
much prejudged, becauie your oj^nion is doubt* 
fome, your judgemoit is voyde of vnderftanding, 
and your experience is naught elfe but meere 
pbyfon. And I lay vnto you with learned An^ 
tcnie if GuevdrOj Medefyns de Fialaneef Umgnes ra- 
ba ^peu deJcioMce. But you whom I honour and 
reverence, that you may rather allow (I meane 
you who feares GOD) and whofe vnderftanding 
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is great) I lu^ (ye, I lay) will excufe me to nile 
ypo& the abufe of this rare and wonderfiill Scy- 
ence • The Booke of O O D fayeth , Honour the 
Pkjifilian wUh that honour which is dewe imlo Mm , 
hetanfe ^neceffiHe^ for the Lord hath created him . 
Then I will fpeake againft luefa phantaftick feU 
lowes, which I haue feen heere in this Ifle of Bri^ 
tainCf and in many other forraine Countries (where 
I haue travelled) profefle the Art of Medicine, and 
produce their great Charters, and Patents, fealde 
and fubfcrived where they haue bene made Do- 
ctors , and then they are noght elfe but the very a* 
bulers of Phyjich ; what a derifion is it, to heare & fee 
Domine Do&or diicourfe with a borrowed Cormte^ 
nanee, and commonly at meat over the table, with* 
out refped; of perfons ? O faith he, you muft not eate 
of this, it offi^ds the ftomack ; fuch and fuch is re- 
ftoratiue, and this againe breeds conftipation, this 
is lazatiue, this breakes winde, and expels the 
CoUick , and this is your onely meat for confinnde 
ftonesy it purges the raines, and diflblues quickly, O 
what a finirvy difoourfe is this for the ears of a dieft 
and Ikunring-hearted Ladie ? and cheefly at meat to 
talk of confirmde ftones, purging of raines, and dif- 
fblving quickly. Fy vpon it, I thinke it Ihould not be 
fiiffred, & yet for the fafhions lake, my Lord Do&or 
will not fpare to produce Ibme place of GroUein to 
make his leylings good and currant Then begin- 
neth he to frame a large Comenter vpon a borrow- 
ed text, interiuding fuch a long Parenthefis, till at 
laft his haulting fpeeches makes him altc^ther 
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forget the origenall . of his fonner fubjed;. O how 
will he hefitat when his long difcourla b^^innes to 
challenge memory, then obmptly will he change 
purpofe not vnlike a bloud-hound which hath loft 
his fent Woe be to poore patients comes viider 
the Cure of fuch ignorants, who icarce can de- 
fceme a docken leafe from Tobacco. And yet he will 
fay» that he is a rare herbeft » how oft he vifits the 
fick , as oft muft he vifit gould , or elfe his vifitation 
is ftark naught : When he fedeth the pun&s of any 
difealed perfon, O faieth he , it is an AguCf a raging 
fever, houlde you warme, keepe your felfe quiet, 
let no bodie moleft you, I will come againe, and 
fee your water : Then the next time he comes with 
a confort of Cut-throts like him£elfe, and after 
many whifpering doubts, they call the Afotedwr^ 
and giues him a Becqne of I knowe not what, which 
pojrfones the poore diftrefled patient, and lb fends 
him to his everlafting home. Then doeth their ig* 
norance lay the fault on God, or elie on the poore 
Patient, &ying, he would not be reuld, nor com- 
manded, he would not obey their precepts; and 
they make the man or the woman author of their 
owne death. When the Painter is asked why he 
left his trade of painting to become a Doctor of 
Phyfick. O laid he , when I was a Painter , all the 
world law my errors, but now being a DoAor of 
Phyfick, I make the earth to burie my wrongs, they 
feeke forth the life and ritches of mankinde. Well 
may fuch ignorants be calde, the Officers of death, 
for the life of mankinde^ is the tryell of their drinks, 
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and with their poyihing drags, they furniih graues, 
and feeds wcnrmes. When the Patient is dead» the 
Do£tor muft be pajrde for all his vifitations, the A- 
potechar for his drogs, the Barber for his In/iiians, 
Pumetmg^^ Fnguenti, Cataplq/ms, Emplq/ierhtgs , 
BalfMCSf and mollefying Ceir^doaths , this muft all be 
payed and much more. Whats worie ? None except 
it be CharhfUmM^ &K>kers, and Vfurars, fleih-flees, 
that ftill gnawes vpon gald backs, bloud-fuckers, & 
a contagious peft to a c5mon-wealth. Why ihould 
not fttch devoring gulfs be difcovered ? and why 
ihould not fuch hulcerous phifters be bard and ten« 
ted, & Rogry ftriped naked ? who ihould not vnmask 
the worlds ihedowed yillanie ? The beggerly inven* 
tio of a fttbtle Pioidros^ the exploits & tricks of a mer« 
cenary whore^ the fals reckoning hoft^ the marchants 
perjurie, and the Lawyers deceit; but O I doe not 
meane be that Lawyer whole conicience and foule 
is not fpotted with murthering brybrie, who hath 
compafficm on the poore compiainour, and taketh 
the teais of the diftrefled widow for good paymet : 
No, I meane be a Janus-headed Lawyer who hath one 
fiice to his Clyant, & another to the Compeditor, 
whole ever-gaiping hand muft ftill be anoynted in 
the Palme with the holie ottn6tion of Gould, 
who muft be courted like a whore with the fight 
<rf Angels, ftrange peeces of gould, and purfe- 
pennies. Woe be to many heart-tortred Clyants, 
whole right dependes vpon the defence of an a- 
varitious Lawyer. It is fuch poore foules who 
hath thdr ever-warlling mindes intrecated in a La* 
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of woes, ciicumyeiiid with innunieraUe 
faiheriesy and ftill deceived with dekiyes. 

Patientia pauperum non peribit in^nem. 

Therefore, O man* arme thy leife with Patience 
in this miferable time, and ooun^ofoflie ight it 
out; for fo long as thon art heer into this little pro* 
grefle of thy lyfe, great is thy batteil, and many 
are thy miferies which doeth oppofe themielues 
againft thee; like vnto the reftlefle motion of 
the lea, one trouble being gone, another toi^ 
lowest Many £brrowes , and few pleafiirea^ when 
we ezpe6t joy, then comes greefe, every one hath 
their owne croffe, fome les, ibme more. As poverty 
to an honeft heart brings miiery, greef of minde^ & 
melancfaoly, becaufe he conceals his want, and can 
not praftife ihamdes fliifts to perrell honefty, ficfe< 
nes, & many a lai^iihing diieaie, which is lade be« 
fore mankinds Opprefficny when thy betters doeth 
abufe thee, taks thy wealth, & thy lands, puts the wi« 
dow smd the fatherles to begry. Lqfe^Jriend$^whesa 
they who ihuld help thee are gone, & hes no body 
to comfort thee in thy deftres. Skip^mradt when thy 
fubftalice is loft by fea, & thy life indangered. Baimflu 
mentf when thou in a ftrange country, becomes^ a 
poore ftranger, far from thy own foyle , thou liueft 
an out-caft, and thy enemies injoyes thy ritches at 
home. Pri/Mf when the crofle of lancountring mif- 
fortunes, doth impriibn many a man within a JaiU, 
or cafts him in chaines within a Galies, triumpht o- 
ver with Raskals (and as it were) the very refting 
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place of all wrongs, when a gentle heart is forft to 
harixir patience; and when revenge in a gallant 
breaft turns coward, O this earthly hell, which hes 
no other Mufick, but locking of doores, the noife of 
irons and chains, the heavy complaint of diftrefled 
prifimers, loekt with bonds in mifery, confuming in 
ftink and filthines. This laid the Apoftle S. P€Mr;, £^. 
member them that are in bands^as ^ye werm hondswith 
ihem^ fo that every (me aught by charitable wcnrks to 
haue compaffion on the poore diftrefled prifbners. 
Saith not the Prophet Dauid with great grief of hart 
Let thej^hif^^thepri/aners come h^ore thee OliOrd: 
as though he wold fay^ O Lord God, confider the 
great anguiih of their hearts , take mercy on them, 
and releue fheur wants, how heavy and comfortles 
is this grievous cros. Some again are croft with loie 
of honor, when a man either falles in dligraoe , and 
commits fome bale and filthy fa€t, or when he fuf« 
liers wrong, and can not repare himfelf, the crofle of 
manage where there is no peace, quietnes, nor reft, 
voyde of all contentment, and ever barking, and fo 
makes the devill fmyl at their dififention. And what 
can be laid to the crofle of idle loue , which hangs 
on the Ihoulders of all Ibrtes of pec^le, as well ma* 
ried as vnmaried. In this Frenafy many ould do- 
tardes beginnes to renue their dedyning age, 
and takes vpon them the apprehenflon of youth- 
held, whilft their gray haires, and hairles heads, 
reckones vp their yeares , and telles the worlde 
their folly, Turpejeniiie amor, it is more tdfkra,* 
ble in youth , to that it be not fuperftitious loue ;

as Ibmetimes to faft from meate and drink , watdi- 
ing the nights, and lending their lamentations 
written with bloudie letters, railling on crueltie; 
and being alone in their retearing walks , they fur- 
fat the folitarie deferts with the forrowful voice of 
a difcontented minde, with weeping eies in iplaine 
of paffion, O iaieth he , 

^ He furious farce ifloues confumingfire^ 

No tyme can quench^ nor thoght can not expell: 
Such is the reJUes rage qfmy dejire^ 
Which makes my wits within myfelfe reheU: 
Thus am I wrongd^ and euerfaiklesjlaine , 
IJldft my place^ hut can notjhift my paine . 

They ever efteeme their paines worfe then the 
paines of hell, fuch are the fort of penetential lovers, 
who are alwaies Anatomifd with humorous follie, 
& yet how often comes it to pafle, that they who 
taks mofl pains to pleafe, are moft difpleafd, for it is 
knowne be vnfallable experience, that the duetifull 
lover in a refpedted perfute , is often reje6):ed with 
many ingratfull difdains . For fome they are which 
are Monfters in the womanifh fex, will hate that 
man moil, who loues her befl, and yeeld her felf to a 
cowardly pultron of no defert. And againe, we may 
evidently fee, how fome men of a currilh & maftifli 
kinde, will be moft carelefle of that woman who is 
moft carefuU of him. Such are the vnthankfull dif- 
cords and Interviewing controveriies , of this fri- 
volous thing which the world calleth BUnde4oue^ 
it is not the ritch apparell, nor the rare bewtie, 
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nor the art of curious engioes, nor yet is it the gor* 
geous gefture of a glorious woman, which makes 
the woman: it is the good education, which brings 
forth good qualities , & it is the vertue of the mind, 
which doeth produce discretion, makes the wo« 
man a perfit wiunan; and that man, may truly be 
called a perfit man, who makes wi&dome the vn* 
leperable companion of valour, whofe liberall 
minde aymes . at honour , and whofe couragious 
heart treads on feare to conques Jame . O it is not 
the extemall fhew of a Peacocks pride, who with the 
gefture of bis painted plumes, leemes to threaten 
Kingdomes : it is not the man of perfonage, nor the 
robuft nature, neither is it the quantitie, but onely 
the qualitie doth the tume. A woman may feeme 
▼ery coy in braue attire, with a faire face, and yet 
a whore: a man may be cloathed in fine cloathes, 
he may be very ftrong of body, of a great ftature, 
and. he may in a fearelefle humor difcourfe of va- 
lour, but when it comes to the pufh of Fortune^ he 
may proue naught elfe but a faint-hearted-coward, 
a tume-back to courage, and a runne-away from 
honour. What a world of vanity is it to fee a paln^ 
ted fellow, that can doe nothing elfe but court a 
woman, how effeminate will he be, and how pro* 
digall will the tongue be to lend vowes to the hart ; 
Nee jura reHne^ veneris petyuria venti 
Irrita per terras t%Jreta longaferunt. 
How perrillous is it to beleeue a Lover, how temp* 
ting will their words be , and how will they ftraine 
them felues to fpeake with vehemencie. Lad^ Re- 
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tkariek ever hants the mouth of a Lover, and with 
borrowed fpeeches of braver wits, doeth enlai^ 
their deceit, his perjured promifes, his oathes, his 
vowes, his proteftations^ his waiting-on, and all 
Ills iron fences drawen to feed vpon the B&n€tiue 
humors of her Adamantall beautie; as when the 
fong or lifping fpeech of a Syranieatt wench doth 
enchaunt his eares^ the feeling of her too*much 
tempting fleih doth intangle his Umeh^ her perfti^ 
med breath doth fweeten his Jmefl, the neftar of 
her lalcivious kiffing giues delicacie to his tafle, 
and her petulant beautie feedes IdsJ^t; her finile 
is his heaven^ & her frown is his hell ; ihe is the only 
idoU of his minde, for when he ihouM ftrue God, 
he worlhips her , if hee comes to Church, his look- 
ing on her behaviour takes away his hearing, 
robs him of devotion, and makes him a fencdefle 
blocke; with flaring in her fac^ hee leames the 
Arte of Phi/icgnomie , his vaine apprehentions 
will reade a womans thought in her vilage, and 
when hee lookes on her hands, O then hee be* 
comes a rare Palmifter, for hee will not fpare to 
reade her fortunes by lynes, for heere (fayes hoe) 
is the true Icore of death, and there goes the 
fcore of life, from this part comes the venerian 
fcore, and if this dofe with that, ye may be af- 
fured to loofe your Mayden-head : it is onely this 
makes the too-much beleeving wenches defpaire 
of their virginitie, his braines are tormented 
with new inventions, fimcie leades him to a fren* 
lie, next lunaiieief and if hee efcape madnefle it- 
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lelfei iM may thanke GOD. Hee fpendes the 
ttflft ia his Chamber^ with no other thing but 
with a great Looking-glafle , bow to take off hia 
Hattt how to make his geftiire» and in a diieourle 
how to fit«me the notion of his hands^ to kifle 
his fiagfcr^ to make cowtefie. with his legge* to 
let his arme, to finile, to loolce afide» to waUce, 
and then hee ftanda gaaing on the full proporti* 
on of his owae bodi^ whieh I fweare is not eUe 
but the verie tnie image of fuperftitlons vanidei 
When the Miftrefle of his defires bdioldes the 
Lovem dilligent attendanee^ then to keepe the 
Lov«r Aill inronde in a (kvifh iienrioe» often times 
lltee wfllrin a willing fhiathfiilnelie , make her 
GHboe V anie. fhch thing &11, that hee ftouping 
may attaine to that lookedrfor^hanour , to kifle 
wliat hee takes vp, and fi> seoeane a fmile for his 
offitious hmnmir: Hee wili entertaine her do^^, 
ksepe her Fannei call to li^t Torches, holde yp 
the Tapeftrie, bring the Coach^ and with a 
loude YOfM hee will call, to make way for my 
Lady; to nudce yowbs, weare fiivoorsi and doe 
pennanoe^ they are the true £ollies of idle lone, 
but once beeing ^ cooled of that bote and luna^ 
ticke ffienzie, O howe will hee then Uuih at his 
owne fcdly,.. when hee bq;innes to examine his 
wits, nnd oonfiders with him iH& how &rre hee 
hadi gone aftmy« . But iHiat can be laide to fuch 
who wants grace to make a retreat, but itill dwels 
in that endlefle miierie^ they never w^arie, 
but thinkes all fUriih paines pleafure, ibme by 
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night with mufick, fome with waUdiig in her figfatf 
lame with gifts, finigs, letters, and conroyes, evoy 
one hj degree doeth pouie his Fortune, and every 
one by d^;rees ooimterfets their bettais. I oft^ 
finiled to fee a Pandorly«*fiiftian*Raicall, lead a meru 
dnarie-Perpetuanapdrab, there is nothing' invented 
and put in praftife by higher eftates , but the bafier 
fort doe ftiU ftriue to imitate and chiefly in appar* 
rell. It is moft true that a man is to be commended, 
if he be cleanly, and chiefly in his linings, his htture 
well drefled, his beard well bruihed, and alwayes 
his vpper lip well curled, with an frefiido vp-ftart, 
as if every haire would threaten to pull out his eyes, 
ftr if he chance to kifle a Oentlewomah, Ibme re- 
bellious haire may happen to ftartle in her nofe, 
and make h^ iheeife, lb by this meanes, he applies 
both phiiick & courtefie at one time, then he may 
freely iay, God blefle you Lady,; recsaving back 
the chirping Eceho of I ihenk yoHjir • But looke »> 
gaine on the other part of fnotty nofii Gentlemen, 
with their drouping muftaches covering thdr 
mouth, and becomes a harbroy to meldrope , and 
a lucking Iponge to al the watery diftillations of the 
head, he will not fpare but drinke with any bodie 
whatfoever, and after hee hath walhed his fiUhie 
beard in the cup, and drawing out dropping, he wil 
fiidc the haire £> hartily with his vnder lip. I aske 
at Civility , if fuch a pojffonnous fup can be iniud^ 
fome ? or if the kifle of fudi a Havering nnrnth be 
fweet? Farre may fuch beafUy filthinefle be from 
handfome and perfit men, who ftil attends vpon the 
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bttidy laimir of pittifiill Ladies, if a Lady be a pe]> 
fit wonsan indeede, and ftill aymes at honeftie; 
what although ihe hit not the marke of gentiUtie ? 
yet the pendicles of her defires ihould be cleanly : 
aa ihe her felfe is moft daintie, neate, poliite, and 
fine in all things, and cheifly in her fleeping cham- 
ber, to fee the whitenes of her linings, the dean* 
Uneffe of her nigfatdoathes , her chamber-pot fil* 
led with fweet flowers (to ftay the ftur of water) her 
perfumed odours, fweet-waihing-balls , Poman- 
ders, fiindry forts of imelling waters, fannes, hatts, 
feathers, g^a&s, combs, Ivouches, ruffes, felling* 
hands, red and white face-colours, icarfes, vardin* 
gales, artifitiall locks of curled haire, with vp-ftan- 
dingufriiadoes, their fmootfaing-skin-elouts, night- 
fmoeks, muffels^ maskes, petticotes, waiftcoates, 
gownes, . picadds, attires, chaines, carkats, ea&s, 
coffers, boxes, and many things mmre, that if a man 
intrude him felfe in a Ladies bed-diamber, & look 
vpon every thing about him, he Ihal think him ielfe 
to.be no elie where, but in an evil deformed fliop xA 
Mevdia&diie. But on the other part, looke vpon 
filthinefle it ^^likf whta fome women in a fluttilh 
eftate, hath their bed-chamber like a fwines-ftie, 
iU*&voured (and vnfooured) Pilpot, their combs 
and bruihes, full of loofe haire and filth, their foule 
finocks ill laid-vp, their knotty phlegme and ipet- 
tii^ on the walls and floors, the Uack and llaverie 
dfcle on their lips, fweating, fmoaking, and broa- 
thii^ in their vndeane-iheetes , that if any would 
hold thdr head within the bed, I thinke the ftrong 
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ikell were an excellent prefermtiue agnuift the 
Peft» and none tike it, except it be tiie jumUing of a 
Jakes, or of a CSofe-ftoole : for it is a true Max- 
erne 9 that the force of fuch odious and hatefall 
fmdis, doth ooeupie the fence, and hoMea out tiie 
peftifwous aire of the Plague; GOD forbid, but 
the beaftly filthineffis of fome women, ihonld 
make the delicate and fine fafliiom of other wo- 
men (iriio are dvill and hotieft) appeare plea&Bt. 
And even fo, why fbould not the grane and good 
life of a difcreete woman (who feares OOD) 
make the filthie £etihlon8 of an harlot (i^ofe afti* 
ons are moft abhominaUe) aj^eaie loatldbme to 
the world? and ftill to be difilained and hated of dl 
honeft Matrones. What a fiionftrous thing is it, 
when a ihameiefle woman caries the jewell ^f mi- 
pudenda on her fore^^head, giving her bddmtflfe 
to exploit any thing, and to execute all her fil- 
thie actions without anie leguard: Farre be it 
from mee to crie out againft the modeft Bfatrone, 
the chafte Widowe, or yet to raifconfter the d- 
Till bdmviour of an honeft Virgine, wfaofe edii- 
cation is true Vertue, idio reiicdues conftantUe, 
and perfonnes unfely, and whole doubdbme a^- 
ons, are idl mixtured with feare, and aecompa^ 
aicd with a Virgine Uulh, in evevie thing dif* 
cnreete, a graue gefture, a ipodefle Ipeech, a mo- 
derate finile, and a chafte minde, and whofe 
thoughJbs are not polluted with leacheroos ex-> 
ploites: Such fort of women are to be valued at 
a high price, they are of great worth, and moft 
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warthie to be honoured and dteemed of by all 
men^ when vilde and brutifli women (that is rob- 
bed of all vertne» and loaden with vice) makes the 
tnmiparent perfed;ion of a good woman feeme 
glorious to the iecret iight of God, and to the out* 
ward ihew of the world: fo I do what I can to imi- 
tate the sldld Fainter, who makes a darke fliadow^ 
giue a bright Infter (A^ an fliining life) to his vpright 
cotottrs. Why ihould not filthie kennels avoyde 
the corrupted excraraents of Nature fltMn ftire 
ftreetes ? And why ihould I not ftriue to make an 
honeft behariour, i^ume at a ihamelefle gefture? 
and I doe not doubt but the wiier fort will ipume 
at the increale of fuch fiiperftitious vanities that are 
in this prefisnt i^, and the great aboundance 
of idle, ftrange, and new inrented toyes: as 
when Ibme women deekes and trimmes them- 
filues of purpofe to tempt the eyes of man. And 
letting forth their wantonneile (whidi is com- 
pounded of all kinde of farre-fetched fidhimis) 
that everie one may reade in their apparrell , as it 
were in a Cart, the de&ription of all forraine 
Countries, with fuch new additions of Art, as 
ffcemes in dumbe ihewes, to lay, What laeke you 
Gmidemen. This ibrt of women doe not follow the 
coflunaund of Saint Paul^ lluU a woman JhomU bear* 
rayed in eomdy tqapOrreU, m^Jhamefh/lnefe and mo- 
d^/He: And what iayes the Prophet I/aiah, The daugh- 
ters of Sum are haughtie, and walke withjlretehed out 
necie, and with wandring eyes, walking and minfing as 
theygoe, nudking a tmiUmg with (hmrjeet. And what

of the moving breaft, often croffing of ftreetes, and 
the hanting of aflemblies, are the true harbingerBa 
and fore-runners of venarie. A leacherous bed, is 
commonly decored with all kinde of allurements, 
for the better execution of vulgar aftions, and the 
lecret difcharge of Venus laicivious mifterieg, pain- 
ted with the true colours of Quids works, as the diH 
gulfing of naked Gods, and Venus dallying with 
Adonis, Tarquin at ftrife with Lucreee, Hero fporting 
with Leander, and fuch other wanton Objects with 
prettie conceites, to encourage the vnwilling, and 
to warme the cold humor of froftie defires : befides 
all this, the iheetes muft be perfumed, and fundry 
fine drying doathes, fome well furniihd glafles of 
delicate reviving liquors, to giue a new life^ and to 
make a more fwift refurreftion to the fatigated 
creatures . The often change & mixtures of many 
fundry natures, doth hinder the propagation and 
ifllie of children, and fo reguardlefle women by 
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this meanes giues luft free libertie, £> to the eyes of 
the world, with fimple denials they line long ho- 
neft. There is nothing more profitable to a Tavern, 
then well-skilled (and pretty wenches) it makes the 
wine to haue an excellent guft, it covers the imper- 
fections of the houfe, and giues a Curtaine to all 
kinde of corruption. To mercenarie women all 
forts of men are welcome, the Clowne as well as 
the Courtier, the Raicall, the Gentleman, the Boy 
as well as the Maifter, it is onely gold and gifts 
makes choiie, if they conceaue with childe, what 
then? fome women fearelefle of Gods heavie 
^^rath, will take drinks to deftroy her conception, 
and fo commits a murther againft Nature: and 
what^s more againft Nature, then that abhomina- 
ble finne of Sodome f O what filthy and ftrange in- 
ventions hath mankinde, to floken the fierie luft of 
the flelh? but beholde what is the end of all fuch 
filthinefle, fuch beaftly luft, worfe then beaftly, be- 
cauie the brute beafts keepes the rule and diredtion 
of Nature, Sc they againft Nature hath no appoin- 
ted time in particular, but takes their time in aU 
maner of times. And I lay againe, what is the end 
of this abhomination ? and what reward hath Grod 
prepared for fuch wilde creatures, GUiJcandalif gU 
hamicuUf lapr^gione^ le crapuli, gU marbi, e le beflem^ 
mie^Jhno la legitima prole del putam/mo, They are 
the true children of whoring, & the true off-fpring 
of filthy luft : the tormented Italian lying martired, 
cries out. Donna ma/aUo, e donna ma disfatto. Who 
fhould pittie fuch fort of miferable Caitiues ? 
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Nonji dcgUa iT altrui, nanji lametUif 
C%f da cagian, aijuipropi tarm^nti: 

That honeft and vnirerlall woinaii» Miftres WeroOe 
gaue a general! command, that Mounfieur CamuU 
ihould by no meanes brangell hie jojmte, nor yet 
play at JaJctaleg: Is it not faid, that fire, water, and 
women?, are the three greateft daungers in this 
world • The old and learned Father giving his opi- 
nion of the luftfull perfbn, and what harme it brings 
with it, he iayes , Luxuria Jen/um hehetat, eonjundit 
intelledum, memariam obdmrat, euaeuatjeftfium^ oftnti- 
bilat vi/um^ reddit haminem pallidum acfoedmmjeneo^ 
tutem inducU, mortem demque maturat. All thdTe mi« 
ferable things are the true revenewes of leacberie, 
when ranifhing beautie begins to decay, and then 
lookes in a Mirror, then it Ihall lee the ftrange ni» 
ines of time, the wrinkled impreffion of vnwel* 
come age, which blinde vanitie nerer did looke 
for: they ihall beholde their eyes funke in their 
head, and their face all disfigured. Let the moft 
beautifull body that ever was in the world, be but 
foure houres deprived of life: how hard fiavoured 
will it be? how loathfome both to the fight and 
imell will it become? then where Ihall the profit 
of Painting be? where is the vertue of complexi* 
ons? and where is all the Engines that did abule 
heaulief all thy fairding can not helpe the defe^ 
of Nature, at laft, it will bewray it felfe. O but 
heare what that learned and godly Father & Au* 
gu/Hne fayes, FucareJigmenHs quo vel rubieundior vd 
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camdidior^ m/ verecundior appareani aduUerinafaUa^ 
da eft: quanta amentia ^ffigiem mutare natur€e, pidu^ 
ram querere: toUerabiUcra prope modum in aduUerio 
criminajkntf Hn enim pudidHa hie Nalura aduUera* 
tur: And what feyes that devine man Saint Am- 
hrqfe^ Delee pi&uram Dei muUer^Ji tmltum tumm 
MateriaU eandare obUuifti • Againe , Saint Cyprian 
with the reft of thele learned and devout Fathers, 
fiiyes, Pcgmin^e manus Deo in^runt^ quando illud 
quod iUe ^fin^mauit r^fbrmare ecntendunt. How de« 
teftable a thing is it to fee a filthie creature leeke to 
refonne the handy^worke of God: how vnthank- 
full and ingrate art thou to thy Creator, when thou 
ieeft the blinde, the cripple, or any ftrucken with 
Gods hand? how Ihouldft thou thanke God, who 
hath created thee with all the joynts of thy bodie 
ftretcht and even, and hath given thee all thy right 
members, he might haue made thee a monfter to 
the world : But O ! thy pride confiders not this : but 
thou with Art will correS; the wondrous works of 
God: O comeiind^gnaejiomaeheuolecqfailvederte 
talkar, can tm pinello pinger le guanee S^ occuUar le 
mende di naiura e del tempo, e peder come U Uuido 
pallorjaiparerdiqflro, le rughe apiani eilbruno im- 
bianchi e to^ eel defetto il defetto • All their inventi- 
ons, their ever-devifing conceites, are naught elfe 
but fiiares to entrap our owne Ibules: the man 
with enticing vanities, doeth allure and perfwade 
the women, and the women with fuperftitious 
and fuperfluous follies, tempts the man, and yet 
for all this, there is manie women (no doubt, 
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who meanes well) are deceayed with the fubtill de* 
ceites of falle and perjured men : they will make 
their owne lex be an inftrument to overthrowe 
them, when a woman will for gold or mony tempt 
another woman, and rfe all deceaving tridcs to en* 
Ihare her : fo I lay, a woman to a woman is a great 
enemie; fuch Pandrofles cares not the wrack of 
young damo&ls, and then the diftrefled woman 
becomes an out-caft to her friends, afhamed of 
them felues, and a flaue to all kinde of miferie. But 
can fuch fort of women be excuied, who defiring 
to be deceaved, will compound and yeeld vpon 
reafonable conditions. This fort of women are the 
weaker veflels, who imputes their wantonnes to 
their too-much weaknes, and whole natunill infir- 
mities muft be exculed with their fimple igno- 
rance, who trufted fo much to oathes and vowes. 
O God, was ever man bewitched to think that the 
conques of a woman can crowne Honor : or can it 
raife any Trophies to Veriues viQorie : or was ever the 
ftealing of a Maids virginitie regiftred in any chro- 
nicle for a valorous a£t of worth, and being got, 
what is it? A haltie-paft-pleafure, with a Ipeedie 
following repentance, where a fwarme of tortring 
thoughts ftill works, a fwift revenge, a trifling toy, 
and like a feather blowen with the winde before 
children, for when one boy gets it, hee opens his 
hand to fee it, then the wind blowes it ftraight away 
againe, then others runs and gets it againe, againe, 
and againe, and fo it goes ftill from hand to hand. 
And whats all this they runne for, it is but a feather,

But many men are to bhmie, who maries a woman, 
and preiimtly^ after he is maried, goeth to farre 
Countries, and longfome joumeyes, and leives her

fliame and honour, yedding to inlatiable luft, no

]y appetyte, intertainde with all kinde of delicat. al* 
lurements, that their filthy flelh may ever be crap 
ving, and the better fumilhed with that confoming 
pleafure. And again, when Ibme fluuneles creatures

Is it not a common 
Proverb , Thai wples helps wdkefilke. And when the 
man is in rage^ the woknan ihotild not then tempt 
his patience, bnt holde her peace, and with loring 
words, obedient duety, and all kinde of courlafie 
caneik him, and be quiet. Saieth not S. Pa«( /jtiermft^ 
m^afm^MMmfo^ijieimMart^aMer/^siaii, buttohe 
M jSenee. This is the true duety of a woman to- 
wards her husband, and this woman is the womto of 
wilHome, as it iis written, A peaceable woman, and^a 
good heart, iiUiegyi of Aeljc^d, and there is^ncMng 
Jo much worA as a woman well tnflru&ed, this is great 
ritches, and a ritch treafure. This woman bringes 
peace with her, ihe hes a carefull defire, andanear- 
neft lone towardes her husband,^ and diiblitoges an 
▼pri^t duede to her children, with many eyes 
watdifull over her honfe. And what is fuch a woman 
worth ? TheScripture iels thee. That herptyce is Jar 
aboue Ihepearles, theheartqfherhusbandtru/igA inker, 
andheJhiaUhaue noneedeqf^poylejhe will the Mm good 
and not euill aU ihe dayes qfher Ufe,Jhefeh^th wooU 
andjhx, andlaboreth dkeefJuRy with her hands. This 
is the woman whole eares doeth not itch for ftrange 
, nor is ihe curious to iearch lecreets of 
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others affairesi nor yet goes Ihe abroad to feeke 
newes, nor hes fhe any diieafe to be curde with the 
aire taking , ihe breeds not her chiide with the Ian- 
gtiifhing difeafe of a new faihiond gowne, nor yet 
needs fhe any molefying Ceir^Cloaih to be lade at 
her ftomack , becaufe fhe can not get her will , her 
domeftick affairs is a pleafant paftime, which brings 
profite by the purches of her own hands » She puUetik 
her hands to the wheel, and her hands handle Aejpin* 
die, fhe is not afraide nor afhamde to fyle her fingers 
for the well of her family, and fo by her handy-la- 
bor helps to fuflaine them , Her husband is knaume in 
the gates, when heJUteth with the Elders of the land, fhe 
hath a care to fee him civill, in all things his honour 
is her glory 9 iS^ is not apratler, hutjhe openeth her 
mouth with wi/dome , and law of grace is in her tongue, 
Jhe wer-Jeeth ihe wayes of her houftumld, andeateth not 
the bread of idleneffe : her children ry/e vp and caU her 
blejffhd, her husband also JhaU praife her . O what a 
world of happines liueth that man and woman in, 
where mutual concorde, peace and q[uietnefle, true 
tranquillity of minde triumphs, where external diffi- 
mulation is not aplyde to cover the inwarde deceit 
of the heart, and where a modeft difcretion excufes 
and dantons the flefhly defire of infatiable luft 
This may be called felicitie . All their prayers are 
acceptable to GOD, what they pretend is pro- 
Q>erous, becaufe all their actions feares the Lord, 
it is onely to fuch as thefe that GOD will keepe 
his promife, fpoken by the mouth of Ikmid the 
Prophet , He hathgiuen a portion tnto them thatfeare 
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hmphewiUeuerhemindeJvUqfhu Co^^emmt. And 
what is it ? Even this. Thy wyfeJhoM he as ihefruUe- 
JuUvynes an thejides ^ thine hau/e , and thy Children 
fyke the OUue pkmts round about thy table , thue are 
they Uefed thatfeareth G OD. For all thefe kynde 
promiifis and large bleffinges beftowed on man- 
kinde, yet there are many men and women whom 
God hath bleffed with children, who are vhworthy 
& unnatural Parents ; they are careles of their chil- 
drens education, and cares not what becomes of 
them. How far is it againft Nature to fee a woman 
cary the Infant in her belly nyne moneths; and 
that whyle vexed with fo many fundry forts of in- 
toUerable paines, and when fhe approches neere 
the delivery of her birth , what a feare and terror 
will pof&fi all the parts of her bodie ? what pittifuU 
exclamations will ihe make through her grieuous 
tortour ? what an extreame agony an4 perrell of her 
lyfe will ,ihe be in, before the Childe parte froih 
hear belly? This is a great and ftupendeous mira- 
cle of Nature^ ordained by GOD Almighty, and 
for all thefe torments, greefes, and vexations, fome 
vnnaturall mothers will forget their children, fhe 
Will be fo delicate, ihe will not nourifhe them, 
nor fyle her fine cloathes with flobbring young- 
ling8» ihe muil haue a ftranger to nource her childe, 
for the. bewtie of her fnowe-white skinne muit 
not be blabered with fucklings. It appeares very 
well, that thefe forte of women gettes and ingen- 
ders their children onely for pleafures lake , and 
delivers them to the worlde for meere neceiB- 
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tie to empty their wombe. Again when they come 
te perfite yeares, fiime Parents will: giue -over their 
children to all kinde of mifery. When OOD {ft his 
fuper-aboundant mercy fpeakes to Sum be his Pro- 
phety he faieth, Cau the iskaiherjbf^ her awne ihfant, 
orcanJhenathemercifMtatiiechildeqfherimmf^ 
if^ could heforge^tM^ yet I will fuxt forget thee, nor 
can Ir^ed thee ^Jbr hehddelhaue written thee in the 
fiejheof my owne hands. In this comparifon our O O D 
ihowes how farre it goeth beyond all natttrall rea* 
fon that the Parents ihould forget their children. 
But there are many children who delemeth the 
wrath of their Parents , through their owne ingrati- 
tude , and through their great *over-light of duety. 
Honour thy Father and thy Mother ^ that thydayeemay 
he long in ^ land which the Ijord thy Ctod haffi giuen 
thee. Let ingratfull children goe look on that won- 
drous worke of Nature, and of Loue; the young 
CigonvUs will vomet vp their meate from, their fto- 
mach to nurifch their parents, wheft they are bulde 
and can not flee. Looke to all beafts by Nature, 
what loud they cary one to another, & what inutu- 
all concord in their owne kinde; and how much 
more ought reafonable creatures, the Parents \o 
the children, and the children to the Yweatsi Ye 
Parents (iaieth 8. Paul) prouoke not your chiMten to 
wrath: meaning be dver great auiteimes. When 
Parents and Children lines all in peace and quyet- 
nes , and in charitable concord, O how good a i^ng 
is it (faieth the Scripture) and how joyful! is it, to 
fee brethren and fifters, and the whole family to line 
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in loae aod peaoe , they eate their bread with fweete 
Gontentmeiit^ and fpoids tbeir dayes' in great hap- 
pinesi' Birt woe be to iaditioua* tail-tellera, to leying 
Uppes^ to faarkners and rouiiders^ to faadc**b7ters 
and flanderenS) who are lowers of diffention, and 
with « t)i6ir wicked' and maiitious tongues , are in- 
venters of miieheif: Tlie wifdome of GOD iaith, 
A wicked perfimjbwethjiryk , and a taiLteUer maketh 
diffinikm . It is vpon fuch wicked inftruments that 
the great GOD hath proraeft to rainefire and brim^ 
Jixme , mikjbrmie tempefls : this fhall be the portion 
of theSr eup.» with many more greevons and end'^ 
leffe torments » which are provided for detra6i;ers 
and flanderers. All beq/ies are tamde he fmm, but the 
Umgueno man can tame, it is an vnruely euiU,Jidl ^ 
deadbf poyjane . Ckmtentment is great wealth, and fo- 
breati^ with loue, is better then Kingdcnnes with 
ftrife ,' I had rather dweU with a Lion, then keepe hau/e 
with awiebed wi^.^ And againe iaitfa the Scripture, A 
wicked wife maketh afory heart, an heani/y countenance, 
andawounded minde,wakehande,and^eeble knees, and 
can not comfort her husband in hauines^ Can any goe 
more neeve the hnsband then the wife ? are they not 
both one fleih ? But iiich is the wake fragili^of our 
wicked nature, that even they who lieth in otherfe 
boforoes lbme*tinie will difcord; but the di&ord 
amongft friends ihould be ihert, as betwix the P»> 
rents ^md the Children, betwix Brether and Si* 
iters, tfnd cheefly betwix Uie Man and . the Wife.; 
Is it not wrfttcoi, L^not the SunHegoe downe vpon your 
anger: The anger of fome wemen are dangerous. 
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The wile and learned man AufimiuB fpeaking o£ a wo* 
mans anger» he iaieth , That the wytde Baare pei^/ew^ 
edf^dogs^ the Viper whqfe taile is tread npon, the Lgf^ 
onsbitten with hunger^ the Tiger r€bdqfheryaung^4mee^ 
are not mare cruell andjearee then an angry woman. 
Meliare/liniquitasviri,guammMlierben^/acien^. There 
fhould be no vp-cafts betwixt the man and the wo* 
man, as to fay, thou art come of this » or of that, we 
are all the children of Adam, and alio what ever fe* 
cretes are amongft them, ihould not be reyeild, 
were the oocafion never fo great. Many times great 
mifchief hes bred of fuch things, for this cauie wo- 
man ihuld not be curious of the mans perticular af- 
fairs. Samgfim being maried with the vncireumciied 
PhiUftanes, his wife did never reft, but importuned 
him to knowe his fecrets, and then ihe reveiled all 
to hi) great harme. The wife man Salomcm layeth, 
A vertuaus woman is the crawneqf her hueband, hutjhe 
that maheth him q/hamed, is as corruption in his bones. 
But matiy times it falles out, that the man is author 
*of his ihame, blowing and founding abroad the 
Trumpet of his owne ignomy ; in this refpedt, that 
when he knoweth a particular imperfection to pre- 
dominat in his wife, he will not be lecrete, but 
makes the world pointe their fingers at his turpi- 
tude; when he is to come home, he ihould lend 
word before, and tell he comes, and if his minde a£- 
fure him that Oceupata e lajtanxa , then ihould he be 
very ware to enter his houie vpon a fuddainty, leait 
he catch a moat in his eye , and then his eie-fore 
will fting his heart with impatience, tiuming all 
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the mifty-douds of his darke doubts, in a dear-ihi- 
ning verity, it will bring Jeloufie to a true and per- 
fite r^lutiim, it will giue him poflfeffion of Hcmes^ 
and fo by this meanes , it inrolles him amongft the 
Cath^;ory of voluntary Cuck-colds, then xnuft he 
maintaine a bad£<4ore for the ingrejt and ^grefe of 
his wifes vulgare actions. AJentenaU muft haue a 
good eare , a quidc de, and a fwift retreat » that the 
afarme may be the more tymous, and to make ift 
more large preparation for Patience. O what a 
ipatious fubjed is this, and how endlefle appeares 
this profound diCbourle ; like a ftranger Pilgrim in 
a wilderneffe , I haue loft my way ; or like the Sea- 
JmriNg-man fatigated in a longfome voyage, foun- 
ding his lead where he findeth no ground, in fuch 
groundles deepes; then at laft he resumes hopeles 
to end his (feeming endlefle) journey, with a di£- 
lembUng courage, and a hearties cry, he comforts 
his company. So (good Reader) I am forced heere 
obruptly to break off, for fo long as this Subjedl is 
the loed-ftar of my difcourfe, I think, and am aflured 
that my Kiip ihaU never arryue to the flght of 
CapadeUhuenaqfperama. Then in deQiaire I bid this 
large Oaean £Eure*well, for this fearfioll, and temper 
ftuous ftorme threatens Ship-wrack, I muft ftand 
by my Taik-ling , ihut my Rudder a lee , and feeke 
vp for the next flioare.

Ohow 
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OHow fatre (beholde) doeth it goe beyond 
the reatdi of mans capadtie to ponder: the 
great and wondrous workes of GOD, 
when we meditate vpon his, miracles , to fee the 
frame of every things prefenting fuch ftrange.obi> 
je£ts, this- large profpe6l of Heaven and £arth, the 
admirable operations of every thing which hath 
bene wroght , and Hill works in the fwift courle of 
time; and when we bane eonfidered all that we 
can, or may, we ihall fee that mankinde of all other 
creatures, are moil ingrate to his Creator. So that 
this great and vniverfal Glob , whole ipatious 
fhoulders is over-lodned with the wickednefle of 
mankinde, and wearied with the heavy burthen of 
weightie finne, and the vnnaturall ftrife in all 
kinde of eftates, even from the ritdi Mcmarcfa to 
the poore begger. We may Tee Kings oppoide a- 
gainft Kings, thefe great and earthly powers, in- 
umph in other mebs fpoyle, we may .fee mightie 
ruelars vfurpe Kangdomes, fubje£fcs mutein agiainft 
their owne Jiaturiall Prince, cbntemne his Laws, .& 
in fpight of GOD, oppfefle the poore, and tume 
careles Rannegdts to all Chriftianity , Virumjkaguu 
num ^ dotq/um ahhominabitur Dommus^ GOD ab- 
hors and detefts the bloudy and malitious man.» he 
ihall never get mercy, all his abhominations ihall 
not leaue him, but ihall follow him and accufe him, 
his ambition, and the complaints of the opprefled, 
fhall condemna his Soule. And what is all this 
worlds it ia nogfat dfib imt a ftage whne.ett^^one 
a£ts their parte, and then makes an etemall retret 
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retumey H^vms indoftrsd pow^ looks 
dbifMie, i&d tiiiey'fee all tJie dulfiill Tragedies of vn- 
recalled time, and marks the vnfpeakable wicked- 
nefle of mankinde, how many folies are a£ted vpon 
this ftage, for the moft parte playes the Btfffimes and 
all their life is but a pleaiant Comedy, and with the 
^Iftntdb they cry out, Ede^lnhe^dcrme^pq/l Mortem 
nrnOa vohtf^as . Vpbn the other parte we m^y be- 
holde the pidtuie of true repentance, painted with 
ten thouiand miieries , the pittifiill gefture of men, 
how vnlawfUl Law hes made miierable, the beg- 
gerd Marchaot, who hath bankerd-out his credit: 
the Arti&n whoiA age and ficknes brings to po- 
verty^ and we may fee how the threed-bare Catib- 
ner goeth with melancholious grones, dilperiing 
the fighs of his greeved minde in the Aire : we may 
lee how the curious Alehami/l in leeking the PhUo^ 
Jbpher^flone^ with continuall travell, and far-fogfat 
inventions hath wrung out all the Ihbftanoe of his 
wits , and feeking to finde wealth , hath loft all his 
wealth, lb till at laft, his fweating labors, rypes no- 
tiling et£e but finooke. O then, his repentance be- 
ginnes to challenge time, when all his finboking 
hopes are vanilhed in the aire, in end, he payeth his 
|. debt to Death , and dyeth a b^ger. And we may 
lee the Necrcmmcer^ one who hath ftudied the black 
Art, for a little borrowed (and yet a very vncer- 
taine) tyme dambs his owne foule , and giiies it as 
a proper tribute to Hell, and why? becaule with 
the Arch-deuib direAion , he will command all the 
infemall fpirits. O moft vaine illuiion, and deceat- 
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ful pleafure which brings nothing with it, bat eter- 
nail horror. Now when all men hath a6ted their 
parte vpon this yniveriall ftage, then comes Al- 
commanding Death, & fwiftly ayes to every one, 
Away, gette yau gone, your parte is playde. So with 
his Imperiall Darte , he ftreaketh all kinde of Crea- 
tures without refpeSt, and then with his reuth- 
les hand , he draweth the darke Ckmrtaine of the 
Graue , over the paill bodie of mankinde. So Ihall 
thy foule compeare before the Great Spe^tor of 
Heaven, who hath feene all thy anions, and how 
thou haft plaide thy parte in this world , there the 
booke is opened where all thy doings are in Re- 
gifter , if they be vpright , then art thou crowned 
in the Majefticall Throne of Stemall Glory; if 
thy a6i;ions and doinges be falie, and found deeeat* 
full, if thou haft ftopped thy eares, and woulde 
not hearken , nor heare vnto the voice of Gods 
Meffingers , then ihall thy name be blotted and 
fcraped out of the Booke of lyfe, and thy fbule and 
bodie ^11 be condemned to bume perpetuallie in 
the Everlafting fyre of Heh O what a pittifull thing 
is it to fee fo many catiue creatures careles of the 
life to come, and what great debt they take on their 
foule to be payed at the latter day . The wicked ab- 
hominations of mans heart made GOD in his 
great wrath cry out and iay , / repent Aat ever I 
made man. And why did our Saviour Chrift hate this 
world, he telleth the reafon. Quia mundus totus in ma^ 
ligno po/Uus e/l. Becaufe the Worlde altogether is 
placed in wickednefle. For we may beholde, what 
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wiekednes pofiefles mankinde, even from their ve- 
rieyouth-head ? of what erill inclination ? how per- 
verfe in their a6i;ions? and how contemptious to 
age? how will they mock, fcorne, and difdaine the 
reverend Father, and the aged MatVone. O fayes 
the word of God, Age is the crawne of glory ^ therefore 
^e ihould honour age, helpe and reverence age, 
the pemitious nature of man is fuch, that it breeds 
contention, emulation, and continuall difcords, 
how vncharitable without law, reafon, or religi-. 
on, fo that man to man are the moft cruell enemies 
of any other creatures : when the NeroniccM heart 
of man being in a tirannicall humor , what kinde of 
ftrange tortures will they devife one againft ano- 
ther ? how vnnatiirall is this ? and how farre is it a- 
gainft all Chriftianitie ? it hath kindled the wrath 
of the Ximightie, when anger calleth IJraeUy Gentem 
apofialncem dura fade <^ imhmabiU corde^ an apofta- 
ticall Nation with a fhameleffe face & encourage- 
able heart, who will not acknowledge the won- 
drous mercies of our loving €h>d, Mi/eros Jbdt po- 
puloe peceatum, finne maketh people miferable , and 
wben holy Job fpeaking of wicked men and of care- 
lefle finners, he fayeth, JBibit quqft aquam iniquita' 
tern, they drink vp finne like water, even like a thir- 
ftie ftomaek, with as little care and as much plea- 
lure drinke they vp wiekednes , and that thou who 
readeft this, may the better beleeue me: goe and 
with experience thou flialt lee (goe I lay) & walke 
abroad into the Itreetes, and behold the doings of 
mankinde; looke and marke well their behaviour, 
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and faihioDs^ coniider well and attentiuely what is 
done in Market-places, in Kings Conrts, in Juftioe 
houles, in common meeting places , what lyings 
& deceaving? what dander & fliamelefle TiUany? 
thou fhalt fee nothing in this world fo little aoooun» 
ted of as iinne, thou ihalt lee JufHce corrupted with 
briberies and variety ibid for money, and impudeift 
faces definfe equity, thou ihalt fee the innocent co* 
demned^ the wicked and malitidus malefador delU 
vered and fet free, the villaine advanoed, & the ver/* 
tuous defpiied, thou ihalt fee the proud oppreflbur 
triumph, & theeues command, vfurers and brokers 
deceaving their neighbours, extortioners at liberty 
to execute theii owne defires: and thou fludt lee 
ignwant fooles preferred to great authority, bOi^ 
caufe they are ritch, worthlefie men reverence, ho^ 
nored, and drawen vp to great dignities, and thoii 
fhalt fee how the eager defire of ambition cuts in* 
nocent throats, treafon covered and doaked with 
flattery : and to conclude, thou fhalt heare the ge^ 
neral voyce of the people, to be nothing elfe but of 
vanities, bawdrie, and whoring, detraction 6c back* 
biting, pride, envie, deceit, drunkennes, difiimulati-* 
on, wantonnes, diflblation, flatterie, lying, fwearing, 
perjuring, & blafpheming. And lb this fhal coniintte 
(that in their perrillous and latter dayes) how mi£ 
chief abounds, & what abhominations are fpred on 
the face of the earth, having no regard to law or ju^ 
ftice, to reafon nor religion, but in an vnfatiaUe ap* 
petite of beafUiUefle, are become drunk with finne^: 
how glad may the man of an vpright mind be ? how 
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quiet majr bis foule te? itf wlia£ fvreet repo& may 
his conlbieiiee be? when all his a&ione are vp« 
right before GOB: the Scripture iayes, Secura 
mensjug^ cammuium, a fecure con&ience is a blithe 
bafiquet : but O thou wicked man ! O thou mali* 
tious ofipreflaur! O thou deeeitfull and avariUous 
iriUaine: how (halt thou haue thy foule and con* 
feieoce tortured? the terroor of thy vnrighteouf- 
nefle ihall torment thee, thy nights fliaU be yoyde 
of r^, and thy foule ihall be wrapped rp in the 
pricking tfaomes of thy owne wickednefle, ererie 
thing ihall affray thee, all obje& ihall threaten 
thee, and r^ftlefle defpaire ihall bant thee with ten 
tfaouiand devilliih temptations: Saiaman iayes, tke 
wicked numfiieik though no moMpurfue him : HeewiU 
ftart at his owne ihadow, the heart of him is alwaies 
aloft, C(m/cientia mille teftes : O but heare in the end 
what is prepared for fuch wicked and infolent &a» 
Bers*(who hath foch pleafure in this world, & with 
their abhominations procures the heavie wrath of 
God) even this is prepared for them, Crueiabuntur in 
Jieatla Jkculorum injiagno ardente igne S^Jklphure^ 
they ihal be tormented for ever &c ever in a burning lake 
of fire & brimfton. O that the horrqr of this fentence 
might make vs mark our owne blindnes, and amend 
our beaitly life, NidUi fieri Jieut equus et mukis quihus 
non e/l iwteOe&ue: Be not like the horle or the Mule, 
which hath no vnderftanding, as the Prophet would 
fiiy, be not fo brutiih nor fo voyd of reafon, nor yet 
let not thy faluation to fuch a imall reckoning •* O 
thou Reader, I will requeit thee, & all mankind ever 
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to remember and (old this moft worthy and infal* 
lible fentence printed in thy heart , Hoc nwmentiem 
vnde pendit tetemitas. This ihort life is the very mo- 
ment whereon dependeth all etemitie, either the 
etemall joyes of heaven, or elfe the etemall paines 
of hell . O I fay againe , remember this true fen- 
tence, and haue a continuall care of this moment, and 
Maik. fpend it not in fuch idle vanities , Agree with thine 
5. Cap. aduerfarie quickly ^whiles thou artin Ike way geingwUh 
him 9 leajl thine aduer/arie deliuer tkee to the Judge , 
and the Judge deliuer thee to thejaylor^ and thejay^ 
lor cqft thee in pri/bn^ where thoujhalt not come out 
till thou haue pay ed all . How carefull ihonld we be in 
this little moment of our life , to prevent the intol- 
lerable and endlefle burning paines of hell • What 
would the damned foules in hell doe, if they were 
in this world againe? how would they fpend this 
moment, to efcape that vnfpeakable torture, that 
ever-burning Gehenna , where nothing elfe is« but 
gnafhing of teeth and everlafting horrour, yea, and 
worfe than the tongue or heart of man can tell or 
thinke, out of the which part there is no redempti- 
on. Good Chriftian Reader, againe I will requeft 
thee, and all finners, to print this in the depth of thy 
heart : And I my felfe, I confefle to be a moft gree- 
vous fiuner, when I thinke vpon the lofle of preti- 
ous time, it fhrills my wearie foule with griefe, it 
wearies my dayes, and difturbs my reft : with that 
holy Prophet Dauid, I crie to Grod with a repentii^ 
heart : O Lord, remember not the^nnes qfmy youths 
nor my ignorance, but according to thy great mfrdee re- 
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m^ember Aau me , euenjbr tkjf gooBnesJake, O Lard^ 
The workes of our Lord God are great and won- 
drouBy they are incomprehenfible, and yet his mer- 
cies exoeedes a)l his ftupendious workes; therefore 
<mce more let vs confider fo'neere as wee can the 
great works of God, the creating of all things. The 
heauens (layes the Prophet Dauid)JeteJbrih hie glory, 
and the firmament Jhewee the workes of his hands; the 
earth, the leas, and all living creatures therein, the 
ftrange courle of every thing in heaven, in earth, & 
the naturall inclination of all living creatures. Look 
on the iSsas how they are limited, that they ihall not 
pafle their bounds, but keepes their due courfe: 
Looke on the creation of mankinde, he hath made 
vs according to his owne image, and of the yerie 
dirt and flime of the earth hath he created and for- 
med vs, he hath alio made vs fubje6t to many infir- 
mities of Nature, the filthinefle of our flefh, the ez- 
erementall corruption of many fundry and ftrange 
diieafes, which are naturall, and infident both to 
man and woman: And what would this carcafe of 
ours be, if it had not the change of deane cloathes ? 
it would be naught elle but a mafle of vermine, and 
with time the finell of our flefh would be loathfom, 
and fo In the end wee would putrifie and confuihe 
to naught • O man, why is all this done ? onely to 
hafe our pride, and God hath done it to let vs fee 
what ftuffe wee are made of: and what hath our 
good God done more? Within this earthly veflell 
of our body, he hath placed a foule made of a de- 
vine and heavenly fubftance, adorned with all her 
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fcculties, sad gamiflied .with reafbn; the Prophet* 
Dauid Ikyes, UtUe imferiaur to the Angeh^ And be- 
iides all this , he hath eaft vnder our feete all kinde 
of otiier crealuree , aod aboue all his workes that 
work of mlpeakable love , that miraciiloiui worke 
of our redemption, and yet the mereie of ear Lord 
God goes farre aboue, and farre exceedes all his 
wondrous works : for the holy Prophet* Dauid fayes^ 
Tke JLard U good and ihuie to allt and his mercies are 
aboueallhisgreatandwondrousworiSf Andheare what 
our good & loving God fiiyes more with hia owne 
mouth : J%e mountainesJhaU remoue, the hillsJiaUfaU 
downe^ hut my merdeJhaU not depart Jrom thee: nether* 
JhaUIhr^dtethecouenantqfmypeaMfJaUhiheLoi^ 
that hath compaffian on thee f What great and true 
oonfidence may we then haue in Gods ineroie?he 
fayes againe by the mouth of his Prophet : The Lord 
(toth attend ihejmnereeonmerjionf to the endhemaytahe 
mercy on him, and thereby be eaaited : Yet heare more 
what God fpeakss to Exechiel the Prophet : Say vnto 
them, as I lime Jaith the IfOrdCrodfldefire not the death 
of the wiched, but that the^nnerjhould turn Jrom Us- 
Jinjulb/e^ line: And farther^ with whatgreat compai; 
fion goes 1m on to allure &.perfwade his pec^e to oon^ 
vert : O iayes he» Tume you tume you Jrom your wieh* 
ednesJbrwhywittyouperyhanddk,Oyouh4»u/e^J^ 
raell: How many kind &c loviag perfwafions doth our 
loving God giue vs to draw neere, and eome home to 
him. What gentle & kind correlations ? what laige 
and great fpace of repentance ? what wonderfull & 
fweet Parables of our Saviour Jefus Chrift in the 
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Evangelli Of the good iheepheard who brought 
back the Iheep vpon his Ihoulders^ which hud gone 
aftray^ what joy and feafting makes hde with hid 
friendly and of the honeft woman when ihee findes 
her loft pe|ce cxf filuer* And the pittifull father with 
tearea of merde & compaffion receared his foiiom 
fbnne, with what joy and gladnes did hee embrace 
him« Here doth our fweet Saviour Jf/iu^ fhew what 
great joy is in heaven at the convertion of a iimier. 
Our loving Ood again entring in more conference 
with the finneiv he begins to reafon with him : Thou 

ttfjidf/kmee, and that Ihaue need tf nothing ^ and doe/t 
thou not hnow how paore thou art f how tcretehed f how 
mi/eftAle? haw bUndef and how nahed thou art? Then 
our Saviour goes on with fweet perfwading Ipeeches 
to aUure the finner^ Ikjring: Icoun/ell thee to buy of me 
goUf tried be thejire, thatthou mayefi be made riteh, 
and white raymentt that thou mayeji be doaihedf and 
that thy^filthie maiedneffe may notbejeene, and anoint 
Mne eyee with eye^fidue, Aatthou mayejtfee: And when 
he with cfaaines of loue keepes his owne faft to him, 
he iayes, Ae many as I loue, I rebuke and ehqften, be 
nealoue ther^bre and amend Now againe at laft he 
concludes with fervent compaffion^ Behold I Jiand 
at the dore and knoek, if any man heare my voice, and 
open the dore, I wiU come in vnto hintf andlwilljup 
with him, and hee with mee . What more comfiorta- 
Ue Ipeeches Would the heart of manktude craue ? or 
what greater conlblation can wee caitiue and dif- 
trefled ftoners defire, who would refuie to open 
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the dore of his heart to entertaine fuch a worthie 
gueft of infinite loue and mercie, even Chrift Jefus 
the onely fonne of Grod omnipotent: he gave his 
life to ranfone the foules of iinners, he left the glo- 
rious heavens for our caufe, and cloathe^ him felfe 
with our wilde and filthy nature • Many yeeres did 
he preach, he fuffered cold, hunger, and reproach, 
he was tempted, and fafted forty dayes in the wil- 
demes, in the agony of his prayers he fweat bloud, 
he was tortured, fold, and imprifoned, his head was 
crowned with fharpe thomes, his body tome with 
fcourges, he was mocked, buffeted, and fpet in the 
face, his body hung on the Crofle betwixt iwo 
theeues, and his armes out-ftretched, his hands and 
feete peirced with nailes of^iron, and his fide and 
heart wounded to death; neither was we bought 
with filuer, gold, or pretious ftones, but with the 
infinite price of the bloud, and life of our Sauiour 
Jefus Chrift^ the onely fonne of our ever-liviog 
God. O it was our finnes and wickednes put him 
to death, and laid all his cruell torments on him, it 
was our wickednes made him faft forty dayes when 
he was tempted in the wildernes, we crowned his 
Imperiall head with fharpe thomes, we bound his 
delicate armes with cords , wee mocked hiib, wee 
ftripped him naked, and fcourged his bleflied bb- 
die, we buffeted and fpat in his mofl; glorious face, 
we laid the Croffe on his patient fhoulders, we cb& 
lots for his vpper garments, we crucified him be- 
twixt theeues, and nailed his innocent hands and 
feet to the Crofle : it was for vs he fweat bloud and 
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water in his prayers » and it was we, even onely we 
who peiroed and wounded his heart, and it was 
wee who made him in his cruell paines of death, 
cry out in his laft paffion. My God^ my God, why haft 
thoujbir/aken me : All this , and much more hath our 
wickednes done to the incomprehenfible Majeftie 
of Almighty God. Heare with what great admira- 
tion the Prophet I/ay cries out, (peaking of the Paf- 
fion of Jefus Chrift long before his oomming : Who 
will (fayes he) beleeue our report, and to wham is the 
arme qfthe Lord reuealed ? Then he begins and tells 
of his fufferings & torments for our finnes, faying : 
Snrdy he hath home our it^firmHies, and carted our for* 
rowes, yet we did judge ^ qfteeme himplagued,andjmit' 
ten of God, and humbled, but hee woe waundedjbr our 
iraufgreffioM, it waefor our iniquities he was puni/hed. 
The burthen of our finnes was laide on his backe 
like a finiple iheepe, fo was he led to the ilaughter, 
in patient filence fuffered he all forts of paines, nei- 
ther was wickednes with him, fraud nor deceit was 
never found in his mouth : this Innocent was put 
to death amongft theeues and malefactors, for the 
iinnes of the world : The Evangelift S. John fayes, For 
Grodjb loned the world, that hehathgiuen hisonely be* 
gotten Jbnne Jefus Chri/i, &at whq/beuer beleeueth in 
him, Jhmdd not peri/h, but haue life euerlq/ting . And 
what fhall this life everlafling be ? the Apoftle tells 
thee, That eye hath notjeene, nor eare hath not heard, 
nor yet the heart qfman can natimagine what happinejfe 
wdf^^ory is prepared for ihem thatJhaUbefaued. Now 
deare and loring Reader, conlider with what little 
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painefl thou may (in this little moment of thy life) 

prevent the everlafting paines of hell» and make 

conqueft of the eternall glory of heaven, to fee and 

behold the vnfpeakable Majeftie of Ood, let on hia 

triumphant Throne, environed & compaft with the 

glorified Sainta, & the innumerable Martiis, who 

hath fuffered for the faith of his fonne Jefiu Ckri/i, 

when the woman in travaile and bitter paines of hir 

birth is releeved of her naturall burthen : how will 

the pleafure of her child expell the paines, and giue 

her comfort ? Even fo after the weariednefle of this 

world, the paines and angmfh, then comes the joy* 

full pleafure of heavens, which expells all our vexa- 

ti<Hi8, comforts our foules, and wipes all the teares 

from our eyes, what perfecution? what crofle or 

worldly temptation ihould hold or keepe vs backe 

from fuch an infinite treafure, from fuch an endlefie 

joy : Let vs iky with that conftant and blefled fervant 

of Jefus Chriit, Whojkalifeperaievs^fivmtkelaue of 

Chri/l,Jhall trfbuUtHon^ or cmgm/h, or per/ecutian, or 

famine^ or nakednes, orperrill, orjword, as it is writ^ 

ten: for thifjhke are wee kiUed all the dajf long^ wee are 

counted asjheepejbr tkejlaughter : neuerthekjffe in all 

tkq/e things we are more then conquerours, trough hm 

that louedvs: for I am per/waded that neither deaA nor 

l^,norangelss norprincipaUlies, norpowers,nor things 

pre/entf nor things to come, nor height^ nor depths nor 

amy oiher creature JhaU he abk tojeperate vsfrom the 

louaqfGod,whichisinChri/iJe/ksourIjord. And a 

little before, this happy and godly Apoftle iay^ in 

this lame chapter. For I count the ajgiUdions qftius 
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PhU. 9. 
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prf/ent J^ are not worthy t^ihe glory which JhaU he 
Jhawne toveinAe Itfe to come : And for this refpedt, 
when hee confidered^thejoy (^heauen^hee ^fteemedaU 
the ritchup€dliheglarie^€md all the honour of this world 
but vayledjilth andjlmbing dirt: How carefull then 
ihould wee be of thie word Etemall? and that in 
this moment wee ihould be good provifors: Our 
Saviour defires tb faying » N^otiamini dum f>eHio, 
Be diligent^ and lay much treaiure to thee fore a*> 
gainft I come» and ieeke for a reckoning of thee: 
For hehold (fayes he) / come quichly, and my reward ie 
wUhmeCp to giue euery man aeearding to his workes : 
And what ihall this reward be, if thou be vpright» 
conftanty and continue firme and £uthfiill to the 
end. Be thauJmO^vU vnto the death, and I wiUgiue 
thee the croume ^ 1^ , In hope of this glorious 
Crowne, how gallantly ihould thou fight againft 
all the Wofoll miieries of this world, and ftiU eon* 
temne aU their earthly temptations: In the word 
of GOD the wile man forwames the iajdng. 
My Jonne, when thou art to come to thejeruice ^ 
G O Dfjiandjii/l mjufiice, andinjearep and prepare 
thy mindejbr temptaticn. Heere thou art forwar- 
ned in what eftate thou fludt be in time ci batteU, 
and howe to lye at thy guard againft thy three 
ghoftlie enemies. The Deuill, the World, and the 
F^/h: Stand therefbrCf and yomrloynesgirdeabout with 
veritie, honing on the breqftplate qf rigkteoufneffe. 
What ihould hinder vs to fight againft our owne 
infirmities, having fuch a Captain to encourage vs, 
and fight for vs, to ilrengthen vs, to holde vs vp> 
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and helpe vs • Our Saviour layes , You are they who 
hauejloode with me in my temptations , and therefore I 
prepare for you a BSngdome . And I pray thee heare 
good Reader what a Kingdozne, even to be perta- 
ker of his owne glorjr, to fit crowned with him in 
all etemaU joy and happinelfe, but our infirmities, 
and weaknefle, and want of faith, and our ftrength- 
lefle hearts, and our great faintnefle hath made our 
Captaine Chrifi; to lay , You haue 10 me in time of 
temptaiicns : this lets vs lee how feeble wee are of 
our lelues, and that without the helpe of God wee 
are nothing, nor can doe nothing. Our omnipotent 
God diminilhed the Camp of Jerubaall, and with a 
very fmall number made him overcome the great & 
fi;rong armie of the Midiamtee^ leaft JerubaaU fhould 
haue laid. It is the fi;rength of man hath woone the 
vi£lorie, and fo taken away the honour, glory, & po- 
wer from God, Non nobis Domine, non nobis Jed notni- 
ne tuo da gloriam . O man, bafe thy pride, for of thy 
felfe thou art naught elle, but a miferable and 
ftrengthlefle worme, and all thy refolutions are but 
meere folly, for behold the foolifh hearts, and thou 
Ihalt fee what courle, and what ftraunge decree 
they wiU make to them felues. What vowes and 
promifes lealed with oathes will they make to per- 
forme wonders: but O let the foolifh man heare 
what the wifedome of GKxi layes , Many deui/es are 
in a mans heart , but the counfell of the Lord GodJhaU 
Jiand: Thou mayeft flatter thy felfe with many faire 
promiles, but all is vaine, becaule God almightie 
mufi; be the chiefe a£tour of all things. This made

the Apoftle Saint Putf/ fay , I am dUe to doe aU things 
ihrongh the he^ <lfChri/i which Jbrengthneth me, and 
when it pleafes God to lay a crofle vpon the ihoul- 
den of any Chriftian, that he may be glorified, and 
to be a chaine of loue to bring thee to him , and to 
keepe thee fiift with him : how will he heipe thee to 
beare thy Crofle ? how will he draw thee forward ? 
and how will he peace and peace releeue thee and 
£et thee free : is it not written. Our God UfaxthfuJlj 
and he wiU notjifffer vstobe temptedaboueaurjirength, 
Hee will lay no more on thee then thou art able to 
beare, he will not fuffer one haire of thy head to pe* 
rifhihefkyeSflchaJiicethemwhomllouefJbrthel^ord 
yourGoddoih try andpromeyoutoknow^ifyouloiue your 
IjordCrodmih all your hearty and tpith all your Joule* 
Now in this meane time of his aduerfitie , what com- 
fortable fpeeches ? and what great aflurance giues he 
by his Prophet JDauid^ He called on me (fayes he) 
and I heard him when he is in trouble^ I am with him, 
and 1 win deliuer him^ and Jet himjree^ and I will 
glorffie him. Now when a man or woman is burthened 
with any worldly crofle, can he goe to a better (or 
can he goe to a more loving and wiler) Counlailer, 
to difirharge the burthen of his griefe to, then to 
our Lord Jefus Chrift, who knowes what is meet- 
eft for thee : IntelleStum tibi dabo^ et inftruam te in via 
hae quagradieriSfJirmabofuper te oculos meos^ I will 
(fayes he) giue thee vnderftanding, and I will teach 
thee how and what way thou fhalt winne free of 
thy trouble, and I fhall ever fixe my eyes vpon thee. 
Now wilt thou but looke on all the great rulers and 
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principalities in this world. From the mighty and 
ritch Monarch to the hafe and poore begger. And 
tell me who can lay he hath no Croffe : beleeue me 
not any, for that man hath not beene, nor for the 
prelent is not, but he hath vexation^ a griefe, and 
a continuall croile. What although bee appeare 
to the eyes of this worlde, moft ccmtent in earthly 
glory, in ritches or authority, yet for all that, be- 
fore night that day was ney» but hee had fomwhat 
to repent him mfe of. Then thou who art croft, will 
thinke in thy heart, and iky : O this man or woman 
are happie, they haue no tribttlati<Mi, they haue no 
fighting with Uiis world, their minde is in peace 
and quietnefle, they line &eure, and are crowned 
Kings of their owne defires. O f oole , thou art de^ 
ceaued , for what is all our chiefeft joy in this Tale 
of miierie? aien nothing elie but a funne-fhine 
pleafure^ bringing nothing with it but a grievous! 
ftorme ctf infinite cares : O but what remedie, euen 
this muft be thy ondy remedie, to lay with the Pro- 
phet JDauid, TrSmlatiomem ^ dolorem inmeni ^ no^ 
men Domini muoeam. In the time of my tribulatM» 
and gricfe, I called rpon the name of the Lord, hee 
is the true Phifitian that nnift heale thy fores, and 
be affiired he will lay to thee as hee laid to & Paul 
in his great temptations , SmJfieU Ubi gratia mea. 
My grace is fiifficient to ftraigthen thee, to keepe 
thee, and defend thee in thy greateft conflid;, and 
to be a ftrong and mi^tie bulwarke againft all 
temptations ^ and aboue all things , let vs that are 
fimiers and grievous offenders of GOD, thinke 
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and aflure our felues that it is onely our owne 
iniquities 9 and wicked life^ which procures our 
crofle of tribulation: O then let vs not mur« 
mure againft O O D , but let vs looke to our owne 
finfull life^ that is the onely originall of all our mi« 
feries : how ought we then to repent , for it is one- 
lie iinne dilpleaies GOD, and nothing can pleafe 
him but repentance and mourning. Heere I will 
let thoe downe this comparifon : Take eye-Jidue and 
applie it to am/feafited part qftky bodie, it will neitker 
helpe nor rdeeue thee of thy paine, hut take that eye- 
Jidue andappUedto thy eye , it will helpe andreleeue thy 

eye. Euenjbtaiemoufmng^andap^dieittothelqffreq^ 
ritches, it doth no good, appUe momming to the hjfe of 
friends, it doelh no good, applie mourning to the loje of 
honour, it doeth no good: hut applie the teares qfmour^ 
ningtothyjeq/iredjoule,itwilldoegood, itwUlhathe 
iky feafired foule , it will emhahne and moOffie her 
wounds, andgiue thee a true eonfortin thyjweete Be* 
deemer J^/us Chri/L It is onely he who will heare thy 
lamentations, coniider thy diftrefle, and exhauft vp 
thy remorle in his mercy • When thou art wea-- 
ried & £Gunt8 , he is the true fountaine who will re- 
freih thy wearied fpirit, he calls ypon all that are fa- 
tigated and oj^refl^ : If any man he thirflie, let him 
come fmto me, and heejhall home drinke • How joy* 
fun may the thirftie finner be, to haua acoefle to 
come and drinke of the true fountaine of life : heare 
yet againe what fweete confolation hee powres in 
thy heart by his Prc^phet : Ihaue afflicted thee dlrea^ 
die, and I nrill not €sffUd thee againe: Ashe would &^ 
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there ihall not come from me a double tribulation. 
Now good Chriftian, how may thy troubled foule 
repofe vpon this loving and infallible promile. Ho- 
ly and conftant Jb&, in the middes of his torturing 
griefe, cries out to God, AUho/ugh he kiU me, yet will 
I tru/l in him : and to animate thee, and to giue thee 
more ftoutnes, that in aduerfitie thou be not over* 
throwne: The royall Prophet Dauid cries to thee 
with great courage , Expe^a Daminum, viriUter age, 
S^ cofifortetur car iuum, S^Jkfiif^ JDominum : Truft in 
the Lord, and fight manfully, our Lord will com- 
fort thy heart, and therefore abide his will, for the 
Lord our Ood will not leaue thee, hee will not de- 
part from thee ? what great confidence hath this ho« 
ly man had in GOD, for in the beginning of this 
Pfalme, he fayes, Se^ng Gad is thepratedar qfmy ^, 
wha can harme me : And againe, with great aflurance 
he fayes, Si canfiftant aduer/um me cq/lra, nan timehit 
car meumiji eaurgat aduer/um mepreUum , in hoc ega 
Jperaba, Giue whole armies were comming againft 
me, I ihall not care, but hope in God, then hee fol- 
lowes with this requeft : I haue fought one thing qf 
thee my Crod, that I may dwell all the dayes of my J^ 
in iky hou/e, and that I may fee the glory and beautie of 
thy Temple . Then when this blefled man begins to 
thinke vpon the wondrous benefits of God beftowed 
on him with joy and gladnes of heart, he cries out 
and fayes. What JhaUI render the Lordjar all hie be^ 
Tiifits be/lowed vpon me, I will take the cup qfjalua^ 
tion, andcallvpan the name if the Lord: If wee poore 
ingratefull creatures, would meditate vpon the in- 
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comprehenfible loue of GOD of his long fuffe- 
ring, and gentle patience. How flow is he to wrath, 
and how fwift is he to mercy f what wrongs doeth 
he receaue? TheyhoMe (fidethhe) repayedeuU far good. 
Tien when he perceaved their great vnthankful- 
nefle^ their duhiefle and hardnefle of heart , and 
that all what he did , could not moue his people to 
tume to him • Then he cryeth out in great paffion, 
OyeSeauens be q/bmi/hed at this, he qffraied, andvt* 
terUf confimnded. And yet with more Tehemence be bis 
Prophet, helayeth, Seare OJSeauens, andharhen O 
Earth Jbr the lAndhathJiud, I have nuri/hedandbroght 
vp children, and ^eyhaue rebelled again/i me: Theoxe 
tnowethhiewmer, and the affe knowethhismai/iers crib, 
bmtpet tny people kncweth not me: woe be to ihisJh^uU 
nation, a people loaden with iniquitie, a wichedjeed, and 
corrupt children, they haneforfaken their Lord, they 
haueprouoded the hofy one ^J[/rael to anger, and they 
home gone bachwarde. What an heavy lamentation 
is this, how grievous was this complaint to the 
Almighty GOD to make vpon bafe and filthy, 
wake and worthlefle, creeping vermeine of the 
Earth , whom the twinkling of his eie, might haue 
deftroyed, and with the finalleft breath of his an- 
ger, brought an infinite number of worlds to no-< 
thing. Who canjtand before his wrath, faieth the Pro- 
phet Nahum , or who can abide thejearcenefe qfhis 
wratht his wrath is powred out Uke fire, and the rocks 
andmountaines are broken withhis anger. How oft hath 
our linnes (even now in this prefent age) procured 
that heavy and terrible wrath of GOD, even that 
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wrath, I fay, which xncmes the Mountaines and 
maked the hiUes to trimble. Lodt (good Reader) and 
thou fhalt fee how the i^iarkes of GODS furiooa 
ifimth is fpred throgh manf parts of thia world, we 
may with teares houle and lament, and with vexati- 
on of minde complaine and cry out with that holy 
Prophet, TMnekofy cities lyumi/i,Zi<m is became a wU^ 
demejt, undJerufidemade/ert^thehau/eofimrS^ 
rie,andqfomrglorywhete&urJbrefhthersprai^ 
brunt and can/itmed with fire ^ andaUaurpleqfimtthings 
are wai/ied and dejirwied. How heavily doeth this man 
of 6 O D complaine, how doeth he bewaill this de» 
Iblation and deftrufifcion, and in the bitter paffion 
ofhis heart, he crieth out, WUt thou kold th^fe^jHa 
attkej% things, OlM^ifokatmit thou holds thy peace, 
ttnd affliSt vs aboue meq/uref As he wold lay, wilt thou 
not take compaffion vpon vs, and wilt thou not 
withdraw thy heavy wrath from vs ? What, without 
all kinde of mercy fliall we be vtt^lie deftroied? 
No, not fo, becaule in his fuperaboundant loue, 
and wonderfull great pietie , hee comforteth vs , and 
iaieth, In my wroth I haue puni/hed thee, but in my 
merde I had campaffioin on thee . And yet farther with 
great regrate he maketh a fweete and comfortable 
promife, W^hereas thou hq/tbeenjbr/aken and hated Jo 
that no manre/peBed thee , IJhaUmaketkeeanEtemaU 
giorie, and a joy from generation to generation . And 
what more will our GOD of mercie doe? And 
UieyJkaU (layeth hee) builde the ouMe waift places , 
and raifb vp thefrrmer de/blations, and theyjhall re^ 
pmreaU,^ CHties that were defidate, andwaifM^rough 
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many generaiunu. What great ftore of Confoli^ 
tim doeth this promile of GOD glue to va? aod 
with what meeknefle of heart doeth he iay , Indigo 
naUo mm ej.miii, I am not angrie, wrath is not 
mine, I will freelf forgiue thee, I wiU forgett all thy 
finnes, and oaft them behinde my back, I (hall 
blot all thy wicfcednefla out of my memory, and be^ 
leeoe me, I ihall never thinke on thine offenees any 
more. Home I amy dejh^ thiU the mickedJhmUd dye^ 
(Jaye&mir Lord God) orJkaUhe not Hue, ifherotume 
from Us wckedmeffe . And againe he perfvadeth vs, 
ikying , Cq/l away aU your tran/greffions , whereby you 
hametram^^/lid^andmaheyouanewheartandanew 
Jpirit. Let tke teares of remorie purge the filth of 
&me from our fi>ule« O that we in all humilitie 
w<Me confideTt what and how many eamefl; per^- 
fwafiona ear krring GOD hath laid, and ffcill lay* 
eth before wi to fairae home to him ! Againe, bee our 
aUKHBinatmne ^nd wicked life baniihed tb from 
his loue ? O yet kt rs not ddlpare of his mercy ! AU 
though oarjimue were red asfcarlet^ God wUl make 
Aem white aejhowe. Coate vnto me all ye (faieth our 
Savioiir) that are wearie ami lodem, and I will r^/re/h 
you. And then he heginneth to reproue the fluggard« 
Goelabomrimmyvyna^/arde^whyJiandyeaUtheday 
idle t Although we come with the laft, yet we will be 
newarded with the firft. Let rs throwe and caft a*> 
waf all hinders that lets va uid Aides va from GOD. 
JLjet Y& (I (ay) in time mend our Mfe, our good GOD 
will helpe ys, he wiil make all impoffibilitiee, poffir 
hk^ Marie Magdulen, and Marie the m^^ 
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all the way, how carefiill were they to gette the 
great ftone rolled away from the fepulcher dore; 
and how foone they came to the dore, there they 
found the ftone rolled and turned away. Even lb in 
this happy journey of our converfion. Let vs caft 
away all worldly cares , and take vp our crofie and 
follow Cbrift , His yoeke isjweete , amd his burthen is 
light ^weJhaU not walke in darkneffe. Let ys lay with S. 
Angu/Une^ Et tu Domine fifque quoquam tUu f qnam 
diuf CrasS^cftu^quarenonmodof quarenonhach^ 
finis eft ittrpitudinis mea. O Lord, how long wilt thoa 
fuffer me thus ? How long ? How long ? (hall I lay 
to morrow, to morrow, why fliould I not convert 
now? Why Ihould there not be an end of my filthy 
lyfe , even at this very inftant ? And let vs all lay 
with the holy Prophet JDauid, O Lord create a new 
heart in me, and renew my fyirit , and that we Jf ay 
eqftqff^iheanldman,andpiacnthenewman. OLord 
giue vs grace hereafter that we may walke circnm- 
fpe£tiy, and not like mad and inlblent fooles, in ig« 
norance, blindnefle and errour, that we may re- 
deme the time that we haue fpent in fleuthfulnetife, 
and idlenefle. Try me, O G OD, andjeareh my hearty 
{iiaiethJDauidJpr{me.me, andexaminemythcghts: Qm- 
Jider tf there be anywayofwchednejfe in me, andthen 
O Lardleadmeinthewayqfetemitie. IprayOOD 
let vs never like dogs tume to our vomet, ftay ftill with 
vs O Lord, becaufe it is neere the night. \¥hen S. 
Peter laies. And if the righteousjeareely eon bejaued^ 
where JhaU Uie tngodUe ami tiiejinner appeat^ What 
a perellous Q>eech is this, for vs poore and mile- 
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rmble finnen, who ftill heapes finne vpon finne. 
Therefinre deare brother, let vs cry, O Lord enter 
not into jodgement with vs , take all onr finnes and 
iniquities » and bury them in the bleeding wounds 
oi thy dearly beloved Sonne Jefus Chrift« Let the 
temporall pinifhments of this life , deliver vs , and 
redeme vs from the etemall paines of helL Let vs 
all lay with S. Auflem, Hie vre, hicfeea^ vt in ater^ 
numpareas. O good 6 O D mollifie our hearts, and 
let vs not be hardned when we heare thy voyoe, 
giue vs that ftrength of grace, that the filthy vapors 
of our finnes eztinguiih not thine holy Ipirit in vs. 
Dajeruo tuo JDoimine ear docile: Giue vnto thy ler- 
vant, O Lord, a traftable heart to receaue inftru- 
€tioa. And O GOD we pray thee to remember 
thy promiie, Adguem rq/jpiHam nifi ad panipereulum 
^ comiriium eorde 4; UmeiUem Jermanes meoa f To 
whom will I haue regard , or ihew my favour, but 
vnto the poore and humble of heart, vnto the oon- 
treat Qiirit, and to fuch as trimUe at my Qieeches ? 
Thou never yet , O Lord , deQ)ifed the ikcrifice of a 
contreat heart. So long as the finner remaines with- 
in the darkned and nnfby vapors of all wickednefie, 
he can not beholde the odeous and vylde leprofie, 
nor the filthy apparell which finne deideth his 
foule with all, the devill blinds him : but when he 
reteares himielfe from wickednefie, and walkes on 
the fiure way of Repentance , or when he fiands v» 
pon the Moimtaine of Amendement, and then 
iookes forth from the turrat of a good-life, behol- 
ding the filthy ihape, and the ougly portrate of fin, 
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O how will he then deteft himlelfe that hath bene 
(6 long fwatring in that filthie myre , in that ftink- 
ing puddle of fume, putrified with all abhominati- 
ons, and. how loathfome will inch company be to 
him thereafter, he will efchew them as a contiigiotts 
peft, and tkj with the Prophet Damd^ Di/cedi te d 
me omnes qui aperamim iniquUatem qmmiam exaudU 
uit Dommus vocemfletMS mei^ Ooe from me all ye 
workers of iniquitie, becaule my GOD hath 
heard my weeping voice, and hath receaved my 
prayer; or dfe he will intreate the widced man with 
gentle peifwafions, witii good examples, and lo- 
ving admonitions to ihake off that filthie and ooo- 
tagioos habite which infe3;s the ibule, and keepes 
him back, and dditarres him from the lone of GOD, 
and makes the Death of Cfarift to be for him in 
& Jokm the Evangeleft layeth. It is ooely to

them who bdeeveth in him, that hee hath given 
power to be the ibnnes and children of G O D. It 
is moft fiire that onely want of faith maketh the 
fim^r Dliftinate, be is a Iyer and can not beleoe in 
GOD« O thou poore and diftre&d creature locdce 
vpoa thine owne miserable eftate, how thou gal- 
lops poft to hell, and will not looks back but goeth 
on thy cairlefle joumqr ! When we walke alMie 
on the fields, when we walk fotitare in our chalmer, 
when we ly in our bed , will we but meditate vpon 
the fearfull and terrible Majeftie of GOD (whom 
all the Heavens can icarce oontaine) of his Tnlpedc<> 
aUe glory, of his Almightie power. And it is ondy 
this great and Omripotent Jehmah that we oflbnd. 

To 
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To thee cnelg haue I finned^ laith Dauid. And let 
VB remember how for the eating of a iillie apple, 
contrare the Lords commandement» he condemned all 
mankinde, and nothing could appeafe his wrath, 
nor yet ranfome the world, but the bloud and death 
of his owne dearly beloved Sonne Jefus Chrilt. 
When wee thinke on this leyeritie, and of GODS 
terrible anger againft finne, how loath Ihould we 
be to offend GOD, and yet in yery contempt 
of GOD the wicked man will perleveir in all 
kinde of wickednefle, and fUll deferre his Repen- 
tance , till at laft there ihall be no time given him, 
yea, not the halfe quarter of an houres minute gran- 
ted to him . Heare how the Prophet Dauid laieth of 
fuch men, dmverteniHr ad ve/peraniy S^mem patien^ 
tur vt canes S^ drcmhuMt ekdtatem : And in the eve- 
ning they fludl convert , they ihall runne about the 
Cittie, and barke like dogs, they ihall houle for 
meate, but furely they ihall not be latisfied. O 
that in time we wold take heed to this wofiill ipeech ! 
And what more? GOD will mock them, and hold 
them in derifion. It is to thele that our Si^viour will 
fay, Ne/cio mf , I knowe you not Why ? Becauie 
you had no Oyle in your lampea. And when he 
hath knowen them, and all their wicked deedes 
(which ihail be aecuim of them, and laid open 
to beare teitimonie againit them) O what will 
he then iay to them ? Ite maUdiQi in ignem ater- 
num: Goe you accurfed vnto the etemall fire of 
Hell. And befides all this, remember the fliarpe rec- 
koning muft be made, when the leaft idle word 
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we Q>eake» we muft giue a count of it« O GOD 
according to the multitude of thy mercies, be 
mercifuU to vs miierable finners, in that fearfull and 
terrible day of judgement. In time convert yb O 
Lord, and we ihall be converted. How happie is 
that man who can withftand the dangers of this 
life with a well refolved minde, and ftill calles on 
O O D to affift him in all his actions, for the temp- 
tations of this world , are many, and wondrous 
ftrong. The deviQ is fubtle, and we are eaiily infha* 
red , and this our flefh is exceeding fubjedt to ma- 
ny infirmities. So that without Grods helpe we are 
not able of our felues to fight. Then with the Pro- 
phet Uauid, Let vs all fay, O Lord fight for vs, how 
feeble, how weak, and faint-hearted are we ? When 
the leaft blaft of afiliftion mines all our ftrength, 
we can not ftand after we ar raifed vp, but prefently 
falles againe and tumes to our former widkednefle, 
notwithftanding of our repentance, and promeift 
amendement. We haue no force to command 
our lelues. We perifh in our owne paffions, and 
moft cowardly yeeldes to all forts of finnes. Thus 
are we made flaues to our owne infiimities, in fo 
far that we make no kinde of refiftance to the Ima- 
left motion. Concerning the paffion of anger 8. 
Paul writting to the Ephefians , he fayeth. Be angry ^ 
butjihne not, neither let ike Sunnegoe doume vpan your 
wrath. This paffion of anger is exceeding perillous, 
for in that time that it doeth poflefle the heart, it 
careth for nothing, nor hath no reipeft to 
prefent , nor thinges to come : .the Airy of anger is 
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the higheft degrie of felf-madnefle. The Italian 
ipeaking of the nature and condition of anger. He 
layeth, Ira e brevejutw, e ehi ncifrena^ e Juror lomga, 
che eljko pf^ej/bre Jp^o ^ vef^ogno e talkar mena a 
marten Anger is a ihort furie, and to him who 
will not brydle it, it is a longlbme farie, which 
the pofleflbur, either to ihame or death. 
That happie and learned Father Saint Auguftem, 
makes a very godlie and religious difcourfe in his 
conflict of vertue and ryce ; firft he maketh anger 
to Ipeake , Qua aquammiter erga te Jerri mm pqffknt 
hee patienter amnino toBerare peemtum e/l, quia ni/i 
eis cum nuigna exq/peratione refifiatur^ contra te <fe- 
meeps fine men/ura cumulantur: Who will not be- 
haue themfelues well towardes you , it is a iinne to 
fuffer fuch wrongs with patience, becaufe if thou 
refUt them not with great bittemefle, and mali- 
tious heatred of heart , they will (without all kinde 
of meafure) heape more vengence on thee. But 
deare Ghriftian, heare how he maketh Patience 
to anfwere , JSS pq/fio Bedemptorie ad mentem redu^ 
dtur^ nihil tarn durum quod non €eque tderetur^ 
quanta enimjunthdee qu^epaiimurcamparaiianeiUiusf 
iUe opprobria, irrifioneSf eantumeliae, allapae,Jputa, 
fiageUa , Jpiniam coronam , crueemque Ju/Unuit^ ^ 
noe mi/eri vno Jermone Jatigamur ^ vno verbo de^ 
dmur. But if thou woldeft call to minde the Pa£- 
fion of our Maifter and Saviour Jefus Chrift, 
there is nothing in the world fo greivous or 
heavie that thou woldeft not fuffer: Alas, what 
can we fuffer in refpe6i; of him, he fuffered ihame, 
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and modking, contumelies, buffets, Ipitting in his 
&ce, icourges, and the crowne of thome; and laft 
of all, he waa crucified: and we poore foules are 
oyer^tiirowiie with fimple fpeech « a word cafts vs 
downe. O what a bright mirror nia7 the Patience 
of Ghrift be to man, even in his greateft wretched- 
nefle and mi&ry. Let him call to minde the Paffi<m 
9S our fiaviour, and tiien we ihall lee what great 
oddes is betwiz his foffmng and our fuffiaring. It is 
tmeljr the example of fudi a Idnde and loving ma^ 
fter, will giue thee patience, if than confideft in 
Chrift and ait a true CSiriftian, JDodrmm tnri per pa^ 
Uenliam nofatwr. Againe, will we deeply omfider, 
and we ihall finde that in this tran&Kxreous life, that 
our eftate is but meere miiery, and a continual! 
change of forrow; fo our beft is not elfe, but vexa- 
tion of minde, and greef vpon greef . We are heere 
in this world like the difeafed creature, warding, 
and ftil taming on a bed of ibrrow, burdained with 
ficknes, and can finde no repofe, no iatled lai^, 
nor no reft to our j?eftles tortcing-tribulations. Or 
we are here like the wearied PUgrvm , who in jnany 
forraine Countriee, &r from his owne feyle, livetti 
exiled £com his naturall home, and ftill wandtfing 
through many ftrange parts, in fundry perels, and 
divers dangers of his life, fpending his dayes, and 
moft parte of his nights in reftlefle travell, he ^wal* 
keth the iblitary deierts, and wanders along the Ipa-

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affords bim liolpitalit7, and rcfrefhment to his hun- 
gry bowdSy bow contented will be be, and bow 
weleome will tbat reft and repofe be, tben be be- 
ginneth to recall bis paft perrels to a reckoning, 
wben all bis paines are turned to pleaiure, and 
wben bis longfrnne jonmey ends, wbicb brings an 
end to all bis miferies , wben bis fatigations is re- 
freihed, and bis peregrinations batb no fieurtber 
courie, then rypeth be a fruitfiill barveft, a joyfull 
iealbn, and all the wearied Pi^[rim9 paines are tranf« 
formed in pleafure. We are all on earth going our 
pilgramage, toftii^ and tumbling vpon the large 
and depe Seas of this world, tbreatned with the 
devouring gulfies of temptations, and ftill allured 
with the glittering vanities of this preient life. 
Cihrift Jefus being our carefuU Pilot, he crieth to vs 
poore paffingers, and bids vs take heed to our jour« 
nay, that we perifh not in our paflage , but that we 
may be ftill eameft and watcbfull, how to arryue 
to that laif barbery of all tranquillitie , that hea- 
venly and etemall joy, which fball finiih all our 
troublefiune travels* How may the thought of this 
progrefle make vs to bate, to diiHaine, and con- 
temne the vain-glory of this wond. O how ibould 
we^ck^ our des, and winke at fuch abuie, fuch fu- 
pcrflitiotts vanities. Tell me, who ever lived in 
greateft pompe? or who ever yet (to this houre) 
bad vott& command over this world, but was for- 
ced to dye, and after death, be (as it were) quyte 
foigotten. Holy Jeb &yeth. That their memoryJh^M 
ieUheq/heM^troadvndtrJ^ And the Prophet jDo- 
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vid faieth, Tkat theyjhould he as duft blowen abroad 
with the winde . For what is all our glory ? or what 
is all our ornaments? Noght elfe but filth. Our 
filkes and velvots which we wrap our felues in, is 
noght elie hot the excraments of wormes, and all 
our eftimations are but borrowed from beafts, our 
ritches comes from the centure of the earth. And 
fo all this that makes vs proud is but very filth. 
Then what art thou» O man ? Or what ihall I com- 
pare thy felf to ? to noght elfe but to duft, and all thy 
glory is but earth & duft, blowne before the winde, 
thou art a mafle of earth, wraped vp in earth. This 
made the wifdom of GOD lay to mankinde, Qmd 
Juperbit terra et cinis f Why doeth earth and duft 
become proud ?
